HO AD TAX PROBLEM. 
j 


Recently the question has been raised j 


as to the constitutionality of the act of | 
April 12, 1905, empowering voters in j 
townships of the second class to decide! 
whether the road tax shall be paid whol- 
ly in cash or whether it can be partly [ 
worked out. A number of Adams coun- 
ty townships will vote on the matter 
this month and much interest is being 
taken in the mattur. In Montonr coun 
ty Judge Evans pronounced the act un 
constitutional on the ground that it 
contemplates legislation which the con- 
stitution does not permit. An opposite I 
ruling has recently been made by the! 
Superior Court in a case from McKean 1 
county. Over a score of taxpayers of! 


Foster township in that county asked 
the local court to order au election un 
der the act but it was refused. When it 
was taken to the Superior Court that tri- j 
bnnal held that the act was neither a 
delegation of the legislative authority j 
nor special legislation, adding: "The 
sovereign power of the state had placed 
the yoke of the legislative will upon all j 
townships of the second class without 
the aid or assistance of any other author- 
ity, and only to that supreme power 
could an appeal be successfully made for 
relief from the obligations thus impos- 
ed." 


While this decision apparently settles 


the question many persons would rath- 
er see all the road tax payable in cash. 1 
It is pointed out that the best roads can 
be obtained only by the use of a system 
and under uniform or expert direction. 
The best results cannot be obtained by 
having roads made in patches and with 
out the direction of some one competent 
to make a good road. The working out! 
of road taxes may be to the advantage of j

White believed he was acting as anj 
agent of Providence, but that real or i 
fancied wrongs committed by the arch- < 
itect and former friend of his wife,' 
had boiled and bubbled in his brain 
until at last there came the explosive 
impulse to kill. When the deed was 
done Thaw made no move to escape' 
its consequences, but holding the fa 
tal revolver aloft stood as if mutely 
proclaiming to the world: "The deed 
is done: it was right; it was not ] 
wrong." 
j 


Thus Thaw's counsel outlined his' 


case to the jury, after the prosecution' 
had occupied less than two hours in 
relating through eye witnesses the nar-, 
rative of the tragedy. 
] 


"You 
will hear the story of this' 


man's- insanity," Attorney John B.' 
Gleason, for the defence promised the' 
jury, "from his mother, from his wife,, 
from his relatives and from his pby-; 
sicians. You will judge him by his! 
acts, by the heredity and stress which < 
entered into his madness and when, 
you come to judge him you will say 
to yourself that his act may have besn 
one of insanity, but it was not one o! J 
crime." 


Thaw's Mother to Testify. 


That Thaw's wife was to be one ol i 


his most important witnesses has long' 
been known; that his mother, Mrs 
William Thaw, of Pittsburg, was te \ 
take the stand only became known i 
positively when the court enforced the, 
rule excluding from the court room • 
all witnesses save experts. 
Thaw's j 


mother at the command left the room; 
after 
a moment's 
hesitation. 
She 


seemed unwilling to be parted from 
her son in the hour of his need. His | 
wife, too, reluctantly left the room, be-1 
stowing a last, radiant smile of cour- i 
age and hope upon her prisoner bus- j 
band. May McKenzie was the third• 
of the women who have been daily 
included in the Thaw party to leave j 
the court room. 
Thaw seemed de- j 


jected. Many times last week during j 
the dull days of jurr selection be turn-1 
ed to Ms wife for comfort and found 
her ever ready with a quick responsive 
smile. Now that the serious work of j 
the trial was to begin he was to be de- 
nied her presence. 


During the opening address by Mr. 


Gleason, in which he entered the de-j 
fense of insanity, Thaw sat with his j 
Hushed cheeks which at times were j 
buried in Ms hands, and with eyes! 
cast down upon the table before him. | 
He seldom looked up, just a fleeting j 
glance now and then at the man who j 
was making the initial plea for his, 
life and freedom. Never once did his I 
eyes go to the jury box. There was I 
another period 
when Thaw again! 


looked only at his hands, clasped be- j 
fore Mm on the table. This was when ! 
Lawrence White, the 19-year-old son ] 
of Stanford White, occupied the stand 
as the first witness for the prosecu- 
tion. 
Young White, who is a Har- 


vard student, was not a material wit- 
ness. He was with his father at din- 
ner the evening of the tragedv but 
left him before he went to Madison j 
Square Garden. White was aione, it ] 
was testified, when Thaw approached j 
slowly from behind, wheeled. fac<=d j 
him and sent three bullets into Ms 
body and brain. 


Thaw's Love For Evelyn Nesfait. 
Thaw's counsel told the story of the 


prisoner's loye for the girl he was to 
make his wife. He met Evelyn Nesbit 
in 1901 and there then began in him an 
honorable love and regard for the girl. 
He told her mother of Ms love. The 
girl was in a precarious condition fol- 
lowing a serious operation in a sani- 
tarium, and Thaw suggested to the 
mother that she take Evelyn abroad to 
recuperate. It was arranged that 
Thaw should accompany the two as 
the open and avowed suitor of the 
daughter: In 1903 he asked her to 
marry Mm and she refused. 


"The reason for this refusal you 


•will hear from her lips," announced 
Mr. Gleason. 


"Suffice it to say the reason had to 


do with an incident in her life with 
reference to Stanford White." 


Thus laying the ground work for the 


plea of insanity, the defendant's lair- j 
yer declared the brain disease had 
laid hold of Thaw some three or four 
years ago. It was claimed there have 
newspapers, and especially of the idea 
that has gone abroad that we are to 
rely upon some Mgher or unwritten 
law. 
We rely upon the constitution 


and the laws of the imperial state of 
New York, and upon them alone. Yoa 
will understand this man's insanity. It 
will not require experts to tell yon 
of it It Is within you to judge him, 
and you will say from the evidence 
that when he killed Stanford White he 


an insane man.'* • 
B^Hev*d His Life In Danger. 


It w*» MMited that Thaw labored 


nnder the delusion that his life was 
always in danger when he was in New , 
York city, and he believed threats had i 
been made to kill him. This accounted i 
for the fact that since January. 1904. 
he had carried a pistoL He had placed j 
it in his overcoat pocket the night he | 
•went to the Madison Square roof gar-' 
den. There he turned suddenly and 
saw what he thought was a demon 
glowering at him. Th? impulse came. 
He felt that to kill White would be an' 
act of Providence, and so believing, j 
he set deliberaely about his task. It 
was the work of an insane mars, Mr. 
Gleason declared, from the delusions • 
of a disordered brain. 


In adopting a calm, dispassionate 


note in addressing the jury. Thaw's at-' 
torney followed the pathway hewn by 
Assistant 
District Attorney Garvan, 


who opened for the prosecution at the 
beginning of the sessions. 


Story of Killing of White. 


Mr. Garvan, in telling the story oJ 


the alleged murder occupied less than 
10 minutes, and the prosecution's en- 
tire case was kept witMn two hours. 
With the exception of young White 
and the coroner's physician who per- 
formed the autopsy and described the 
wonnds on White's body, the only per 
sons called to the stand by the state 
were five eye-witnesses. They were 
cross-exa.mine<i briefly by Attorney 
Delphin Dalmas. of the defense, who 
thus appeared actively in the proceed- 
ings for the first time. The witnesses 
related the deliberate manner in which 
Thaw approached White, faced him 
and fired. They repeated Thaw's as 
sertion "He ruined my wife," and Mrs. 
Thaw's remark to her husband. "Yes, 
but look what a fix you are in now." To 
this last 
remark 
Thaw 
replied: ; 


"Dearie, I have probably saved your 
life." 
. 


It was brought oat that Thaw looked 


back at Ms victim as he walked away 
'"with a staring look in his eyes." 
j 


Mr. Garvan's outline of the state's ' 


testimony was the briefest possible, 
story of the crime. He told how White , 
went to the roof garden on Madison | 
Square Garden to see the initial pro- ] 
ductlon of a summer musical comedy,', 
and then related in simple language. 
the incident of the killing.

' The people claim," he concluded,, 


"that it was a cruel, deliberate, mali . 
cious, premeditated taking of human' 
life. After proving that fact to you. j 
we will ask you to find the defendant, 
guilty of the crime of murder in the j 
first degree."

The state having put the case so 


simply up to the defense to prove its 
justification bears out the theory that j

KOAD TAX PROBLEM. 


Recently the question has been raised 
as to the constitutionality of the act of 
April 12, 1905, empowenng voters in 
townships of the second class to decide 
whether the road tax shall be paid whol- 
ly in cash or whether it can bo partly 
worked out. A number of Adams coun- 
ty townships will vote on the matter 
this month aud much interest is being 
taken in the matter. In Montour coun 
ty Judge Evans pronounced the act un 
constitutional on the ground that it 
contemplates legislation which the con. 
stitution does not permit. An opposite 
ruling has recently been made by the 
Superior Court in a case from McKean 
county. Over a score of taxpayers of 
Foster township in that county asked 
the local court to order an election un 
der the act but it was refused. When it 
was taken to the Superior Court that tri- 
bunal held that the act was neither a 
delegation of the legislative authority 
nor special* legislation, adding: 
"The 
sovereign power of the state hud placed 
the yoke of the legislative will upon all 
townships of the second class without 
the aid or assistance of any other author- 
ity, and only to that supreme power 
could an appeal be successfully made for 
relief from the obligations thus impos- 
ed." 


While this decision apparently settles 
the question many persons would rath- 
er see all the road tax payable in cash. 
It is pointed out that the best roads can 
be obtained only by the use of a system 
aud under uniform or expert direction. 
The best results cannot be obtained by 
having roads made in patches aud with 
out the direction of some one competent 
to make a good road. The working out 
of road taxes may be to the advantage of 
some but it will certuinly not bring us 
good roads unless ihe method is chang- 
ed.

THAW'S DEFENCE 


IS INSANITY 


New York, Feb. 5.-^The state laid 
its case a^inst Harry K. Thaw—a 
plain, unemotional story of the shoot- 
ing on the Madison 
Square 
Garden 
roof, leavng the malice and the mo- 
tive to be inferred from the act— 
and the defence replied with a plea 
of hereditary Insanity. It was assert- 
ed that Thaw in 
slaying 
Stanford 
White believed he was acting as an 
agent of Providence, but that real or 
fancied wrongs committed by the arch- 
itect and former friend of his wife, 
had boiled and bubbled in his brain 
until at last there came tlie explosive 
impulse to kilL When the deed was 
done Thaw made no move to escape 
its consequences, but holding the fa- 
tal revolver aloft stood as if mutely 
proclaiming to the world: "The deed 
Is done; it was right; it was not 
wrong." 


Thus Thaw's counsel outlined his 
case to the jury, after the prosecution 
had occupied less than-two hours In 
relating through eye witnesses the nar- 
rative of the tragedy. 


"You will hear the story of this 
man's Insanity," Attorney John B. 
Gleason, for the defence promised the 
jury, "from his'mother, from his wife, 
from his relatives and from his phy- 
sicians. 
You will judge him by hla 
acts, by the heredity and stress which 
entered Into his madness and when 
yow come to judge him you will say 
to yourself that his act may have been 
one of Insanity, but It was not one of 
crime." 


Thaw's Mother to Testify. 


That Thaw's wife was to be one oi 
his most Important witnesses has long 
been known; that his mother, Mrs. 
William Thaw, of Pittsburg, was to 
take the stand only became known 
positively when the court enforced the 
rule excluding from the court room 
all witnesses save experts. 
Thaw's 
mother at the command left the room 
after 
a moment's 
hesitation. 
She 
seemed unwilling to be parted from 
her son In the hour of his need. His 
wife, too, reluctantly left the room, he- 
stowing a last, radiant smile of cour- 
age and hope upon her prisoner hus- 
band. 
May McKenzie was the third 
of the women who have been daily 
Included In the Thaw party to leave 
the court room. 
Thaw seemed de- 
jected. 
Many times last week during 
the dull days of juri-^ selection he turn- 
ed to his wife for comfort and found 
her ever ready with a quick responsive 
smile. Now that the serious work of 
the trial was to begin he was to be de- 
nied her presence. 


During the opening address by Mr. 
Gleason, In which he entered -the de- 
fense of insanity. Thaw sat with his 
flushed cheeks which at times were 
burled in his hands, and with eyes 
cast down upon the table before him.' 
He seldom looked up, just a fleeting 
glance now and then at the man who 
was making the Initial plea for his 
life and freedom. Never once did his 
eyes go to the jury box. 
There was 
another period 
when 
Thaw 
again 
looked only at his hands, clasped be- 
fore him on the table. This was when 
Lawrence White, the 19-year-old son 
of Stanford White, occupied the stand 
as the first witness for the prosecu- 
tion. 
Young White, who Is a Har- 
vard student, was not a material wit- 
ness. 
He was with his father at din- 
ner the evening of the tragedv but 
left him before he went to Madison 
Square Gai'den. White was alone, It 
was testified, when Thaw approached 
slowly from behind, wheeled, faced 
him and sent three bullets into his 
body and brain. 


Thaw's Love For Evelyn Nesblt. 
Thaw's counsel told the story of the 
prisoner's loye for the girl he was to 
make his wife. He met Evelyn Nesblt 
In 1901 and there then began in him an 
honorable love and regard for the girl. 
He told her mother of his love. 
The 
girl was in a precarious condition fol- 
lowing a serious operation in a sani- 
tarium, and Thaw suggested to the 
mother that she take Evelyn abroad to 
recuperate. 
It 
was 
arranged 
that 
Thaw should accompany the two as 
the open and avowed suitor of the 
daughter; 
In 1903 he asked her to 
marry him and she refused, 


"The reason for this refusal you 
will hear from her Hps," announced 
Mr. Gleason. 
. ''Buflice it to say the reason had to 
do with an Incident in her life with 
reference to Stanford White/' 


Thus laying the ground work for the 


plea of Insanity, the defendant's law- 
yer declared the brain disease had 
laid bold of Thaw some three or four 
years ago. It was claimed there have 
newspapers, and especially of the idea 
that has gone abroad that we are to 
rely upon some higher or unwritten 
law. 
We rely upon the constitution 
and the laws of the imperial state of 
New York, and upon them alone. You 
will understand thla man's inaanity. It 
Will not require experts to tell you 
of It. It is within you to judge him, 
and you will say from the evidence 
that when he killed Stanford White ht 
was an insane man.^ 


Believed His Life In Danger. 


It was asserted Ui&t Thaw lsl»ore4 


nnder the delusion that Ills life was 
always in danger when he was In New 
York city, and he believed tlireata had 
been made to kill him. This accountcd 
for the fact that slnco January, 1904, 
he had carried a pistol. He had placed 
It in his overcoat pocket the night ho 
went to the Madison Square roof gar- 
den. 
There he turned suddenly and 
saw what he thought was a demon 
glowering at him. The impulse came. 
He felt that to kill White would be an 
act of Providence, and so believing, 
he set deliberaely about his task. It 
was the work of an Insane man, Mr. 
Gleason declared, from the delusions 
of a disordered brain. 


In 
adopting a calm, dispassionate 
note in addressing the jury. Thaw's at- 
torney followed the pathway hewn by 
Assistant 
District Attorney Garvan, 
who opened for the prosecution at the 
beginning of the sessions. 


Story of Killing of White., 


Mr, Garvan, in telling the story of 
the alleged murder occupied less than 
10 minutes, and the prosecution's en- 
tire case was kept ^\ithin two hours. 
With the exception of young White 
and the coroner's physician who per- 
formed the autopsy and described the 
wounds on White's body, the only per- 
sons called to the stand by tho state 
were five eye-witnesses. 
They were 
cross-examined 
briefly by 
Attorney 
Delphln Dalmas, of the defense, who 
thus appeared actively in the proceed- 
ings for the first time. The witnesses 
related the deliberate manner in which 
Thaw approached White, faced him 
and fired. They repeated Thaw's as- 
sertion "He ruined my wife," and Mrs. 
Thaw's remark to her husband, "Yes, 
but look what a fix you are in now." To 
this 
last 
remark 
Thaw 
replied: 
"Dearie, I have probably , saved your 
life." 


It was brought out that Thaw looked 
back at his victim as he walked away 
"with a staring look in his eyes." 


Mr. Garvan's outline of the state's 
testimony was the briefest possible 
story of the crime. He told how White 
went to the roof garden on Madison 
Square Garden to see the initial pro- 
duction of a summer musical comedy, 
and then related In simple language 
the Incident of the killing. 


' The people claim," he concluded, 
"that It was a cniel, deliberate, mall 
clous, premeditated taking of human 
life. After proving that fact to you. 
we will ask you to find the defendant 
guilty of the crime of murder In the 
first degree." 


The state having put the case sa 
simply up to the defense to prove Ita 
justification bears out the theory thai 
Mr. .Jerome Is saving his real efforts 
for the rebuttal. He also announced 
that some of the cross-examinations 
of the defense's witnesses will be 
lengthy. 


Looks Like Triple Murder. 


Ottawa, Kas., Feb. 5.—The bodies 
of Mrs. Frank Smcck and her two chil- 
dren, a boy 7 and a girl aged 3, wero 
found In the home of Mrs. Smeck at 
Centropolls, a village 12 miles north- 
west of here. The throats of all had 
Veen cut. It Is not known whether It 
Is a case of murder and suicide or of 
triple murder. 
Mr. Smeck has not 
been at home for several months and 
his whereabouts are not known. 


AGED WOMAN BURNED TO D E A T H 


Her Remains Found In Snow Outside 


Her Home. 


Allentown, Pa., Feb. 4.—Mrs. Sarah 
Ann Dunkard,' an aged woman, who 
lived a hermit life just outside of Tel- 
ford, on the county line, was burned to 
death during Saturday night or early 
Sunday morning. Her charred remains 
were found .outside of her home by a 
Philadelphia & Lehigh Valley Traction 
car crew. 
They were lying on the 
snow, the woman having died in a vain 
attempt to reach help. 
The woman 
habitually smoked a clay pipe, and this 
is supposed to have ignited the wom- 
an's clothing.

Elklns, W. Va., Febi 5.—The third 
mine explosion in West Virginia with- 
in two weeks occurred at the Davi» 
Coal & Coke company's mine No, 25, 
St Thomas, near here, and 26 or 30 
miners are said to have been killed. 


The bodies of six foreigners and 
one American were recovered at a dis- 
tance of 100 feet from the shaft. Be- 
fore further progress could be made a 
deadly wave of poisonoue fumes en- 
•reloped the rescuing party, which was 
composed of General Manager Ott, D. 
M. Boyd, Superintendent Henry Mine, 
Daniel Jones, the imne boss; Arthur 
Steward and John Jenkins. Before the 
rescuing party could reach the surface 
Jones, the mine bo^s, died from th^ 
suffocation. 


Efforts are being made to enter the 
mine again, but without success, Tho 
air fans were demolished by the explo* 
sion and the mine la full of daxi^eroua 
after damp. 


There Js^no possible hope that the 
men sUll In the mine are allve^ While 
the exaet number of entombed men Is 
not known at this time, the Jj^umber is 
estimated 
at about SO, aAd It U

BIG BLAZE AT 


HAKRISBURG 


Harrlshurg, Pa., Feb. 2.—Starting in 
a cellar of tlie historic Grand Optra 
house block, tho most destructive fire 
Harrisburg has known since the burn- 
ing of the capítol building within one 
day Qf 10 years ago, completely de- 
stroyed tho building 
and 
damaged 
nine other buildings on Third and Wal- 
nut streets and either wrecked or in- 
jured several other business establish- 
ments. The loss on buildings and con- 
tents is estimated at $300»000. which 
Is partially covcred by Insurance. 


Tho losses on buildings are as fol- 
lows: 
Grand Opera house, $80.000; 
Park hotel. 520.000; Hotel Columbus, 
$20.000; Duncan building. 13500; Se- 
curity Trust building. $2500; Harris- 
burg Gas company building, 
$5000; 
Harrisburg Cycle and Typewriter com- 
pany's store. $2000; College block. $1.- 
000; Bijou theatre. $4000; Hoover's 
Jewelr^^ store. $1500. Otlier losers wore 
tenants of the opera house, tho Park 
hotel and adjoining buildings. 


The following firemen were injured: 
George Ehler. injured about lega; Ed- 
ward Waldon, hip Injured; Raymond 
Collins. Injured about logs; C. W. Gil- 
tíhrist. contusion of thigh; Frank H. 
Downey. Jr., fingers Injured. 


John Smith, a stage hand, who was 
rescued from tho Grand Opera house, 
may dio from exposure. He Is In a 
critical condition at the Harrisburg 
hospital. 


While thick clouds of smoke were 
coming out tlie windows of the Opera 
house the firemen saw n figure at one 
of the big windows high up in the 
building. Then came a crash and a 
jingling of glass, and what looked Ilka 
a man naked all but his shirt crawled 
out on the sill. Standing on the window 
sill, he shrieked for a ladder. 


"Send a ladder up here. Hurry up; 
send a ladder up here." 


More smoke piled out of the win- 
dows then, and slowly a ladder was 
raised. Its. top came within several 
feet of the window sill. A small ladder 
was hoisted by men o(|>the big ladder. 
The man on the window sill stopped 
screaming. He swung his arms; tho 
crowd thought he was going to jump. 
"Don't Jump, boy; hold on," cried the 
firemen. The man got on his knees and 
crawled out on the window and let 
his legs hang over. By that time the 
smaller ladder had reached him. and 
ho grabbed the hooks, and, fitting them 
onto the sill, he began to crawl down. 


Edward Holbert, a fireman, -went up 
to mot him and got the man in hla 
arms. Then the rescued man fainted 
and had to be carried the rest of tho 
way. He was hurried to the Harrisburg 
hospital, where it was found he was 
not badly hurt 
His name is John 
Smith, his home being in New York. 
He- belongs to the stock company, and 
had been sleeping in one of the dress- 
ing rooms when tho firebroke out

ROAD TAX PROBLEM. 


Recently the question has been raised 
as to the constitutionality of the act of 
April 12, 1905, empowering voters in 
townships of the second class to decide 
whelher the road tax shall be paid whol­ 
ly in cash or whether it can be partly 
worked out. A number of Adams coun­ 
ty townships will vote on the matter 
this month and much interest is being 
taken in the matter. In Montour coun 
ty Judge Evans pronounced the act un 
constitutional on the ground that it 
contemplates legislation which the con­ 
stitution does not permit. 
An opposite 
ruling has recently been made by the 
Superior Court in a case from McKean 
couuty. 
Over a score of taxpayers of 
Foster township in that county asked 
the local court to order an election un 
der the act but it was refused. 
When it 
was taken to the Superior Court that tri 
buual held that the act was neither 
delegation of the legislative authority 
nor special* legislation, adding: “The 
sovereign power of the state had placed 
the yoke of the legislative will upon all 
townships of the second class without 
the aid or assistance of any other author­ 
ity, and only to that supreme power 
could an appeal be successfully made for 
relief from the obligations thus impos- 
ed.” 


While this decision apparently settles 
the question many persons would rath­ 
er see all the road tax payable in cash. 
It is pointed out that the best roads can 
be obtained only by the use of a system 
and under uniform or expert direction. 
The best results cannot be obtained by 
having roads made in patches and with 
out the direction of some one competent 
to make a good road. 
The working out 
of road taxes may be to the advantage of 
some but it will certaiuly not bring us 
good roads unless the method is chang­ 
ed.

done Thaw made no move to escape 
its consequences, but holding the fa­ 
tal revolver aloft stood as if mutely 
proclaiming to the world; “The deed 
is done; it was right; it was not 
wrong.“ 


Thus Thaw’s counsel outlined his 
case to the jury, after the prosecution 
had occupied less than* two hours in 
relating through eye witnesses the nar­ 
rative of the tragedy. 


“You will hear the story of this 
man’s insanity,” Attorney John B. 
Gleason, for the defence promised the 
jury, “from his’mother, from his wife, 
from his relatives and from his phy* 
sicians. 
You will judge him by hia 
acts, by the heredity and stress which 
entered into his madness and when 
you come to judge him you will say 
to yourself that his act may have been 
one of insanity, but it was not one of 
crime.“ 


Thaw’s Mother to Testify. 


That Thaw’s wife was to be one of 
his most important witnesses has long 
been known; that his mother, Mrs. 
William Thaw, of Pittsburg, was to 
take the stand only became known 
positively when the court enforced the 
rule excluding from the court room 
all witnesses save experts. 
Thaw’s 
mother at the command left the room 
after 
a moment’s 
hesitation. 
She 
seemed unwilling to be parted from 
her son in the hour of his need. His 
wife, too, reluctantly left the room, be 
stowing a last, radiant smile of cour­ 
age and hope upon her prisoner hus­ 
band. 
May McKenzie was the third 
of the women who have been daily 
included in the Thaw party to leave 
the court room. 
Thaw seemed de­ 
jected. 
Many times last week during 
the dull days of ju n r selection he turn­ 
ed to his wife for comfort and found 
her ever ready with a quick responsive 
smile. 
Now that the serious work of 
the trial was to begin he was to be de­ 
nied her presence. 


During the opening address by Mr. 
Gleason, in which he entered the de­ 
fense of insanity, Thaw sat with his 
flushed cheeks which at times were 
buried in his hands, and with eyes 
cast down upon the table before him.' 
He seldom looked up, just a fleeting 
glance now and then at the man who 
was making the initial plea for his 
life and freedom. Never once did his 
eyes go to the jury box. 
There was 
another period 
when 
Thaw 
again 
looked only at his hands, clasped be­ 
fore him on the table. This was when 
Lawrence White, the 19-year-old son 
of Stanford White, occupied the stand 
as the first witness for the prosecu­ 
tion. 
Young White, who is a Har­ 
vard student, was not a material wit­ 
ness. 
He was with his father at din­ 
ner the evening of the tragedv but 
left him before he went to Madison 
Square Gai’den. 
White was alone, it 
was testified, when Thaw approached 
slowly from behind, wheeled, faced 
him and sent three bullets into his 
body and brain. 


Thaw's Love For Evelyn Nesblt, 
Thaw’s counsel told the story of the 
prisoner’s loye for the girl he was to 
make his wife. He met Evelyn Nesbit 
in 1901 and there then began in him an 
honorable love and regard for the girl. 
He told her mother of his love. The 
girl was in a precarious condition fol­ 
lowing a serious operation in a sani­ 
tarium, and Thaw suggested to the 
mother that she take Evelyn abroad to 
recuperate. 
It 
was 
arranged 
that 
Thaw should accompany the two as 
the open and avowed suitor of the 
daughter; 
In 1903 he asked her to 
marry him and she refused. 


“The reason for this refusal you 
will hear from her lips/' announced 
Mr. Gleason. 


''Suffice it to say the reason had to 
do with an incident in her life with 
reference to Stanford White/' 


Thus laying the ground work for the 


plea of insanity, the defendant's law­ 
yer declared the brain disease had 
laid bold of Thaw some three or four 
years ago. It was claimed there have 
newspapers, and especially of the idea 
that has gone abroad that we are to 
rely upon some higher or unwritten 
law. 
We rely upon the constitution 
and the laws of the imperial state of 
New York, and upon them alone. You 
will understand this man’s insanity. It 
Will not require experts to tell you 
of It. 
It is within you to judge him, 
and you will say from the evidence 
that when he killed Stajiford White he 
was an insane man." 


Believed His Life In Danger. 


It was asserted that Thaw labored 


saw what he thought was a demon 
glowering at him. The impulse came. 
He felt that to kill White would be an 
act of Providence, and so believing, 
he set deliberaely about his task. It 
was the work of an insane man, Mr, 
Gleason declared, from the delusions 
of a disordered brain. 


In 
adopting a calm, dispassionate 
note in addressing the jury, Thaw’s at­ 
torney followed the pathway hewn by 
Assistant 
District Attorney Garvan, 
who opened for the prosecution at the 
beginning of the sessions. 


Story of Killing of White,, 


Mr, Garvan, in telling the story of 
the alleged murder occupied less than 
10 minutes, and the prosecution’s en­ 
tire case was kept within two hours. 
With the exception of young White 
and the coroner’s physician who per­ 
formed the autopsy and described the 
wounds on White’s body, the only per­ 
sons called to the stand by the state 
were five eye-witnesses. 
They were 
cross-examined briefly by Attorney 
Delphin Dalmas, of the defense, who 
thus appeared actively in the proceed­ 
ings for the first time. The witnesses 
related the deliberate manner in which 
Thaw approached White, faced him 
and fired. 
They repeated Thaw’s as­ 
sertion “He ruined my wife,” and Mrs, 
Thaw’s remark to her husband, “Yes, 
but look what a fix you are in now.“ To 
this 
last 
remark 
Thaw 
replied: 
“Dearie, I have probably , saved your 
life.“ 


It was brought out that Thaw looked 
back at his victim as he walked away 
“with a staring look in his eyes.” 


Mr. Garvan’s outline of the state's 
testimony was the briefest possible 
story of the crime. He told how White 
went to the roof garden on Madison 
Square Garden to see the initial pro­ 
duction of a summer musical comedy, 
and then related in simple language 
the incident of the killing. 


‘ The people claim,” he concluded, 
“that it was a cruel, deliberate, mail 
clous, premeditated taking of human 
life. 
After proving that fact to you, 
we will ask you to find the defendant 
guilty of the crime of murder in the 
. first degree.“ 


The state having put the case so 
simply up to the defense to prove ita 
justification bears out the theory that 
Mr. Jerome is saving his real efforts 
for the rebuttal. He also announced 
that some of the cross-examinations 
of the defense’s witnesses will be 
lengthy.

Looks Like Triple Murder. 


Ottawa, Kas., Feb. 5.—The bodies 
of Mrs. Frank Smcck and her two chil­ 
dren, a boy 7 and a girl aged 3, were 
found in the home of Mrs. Smeck at 
Centropolis, a village 12 miles north­ 
west of here. 
The throats of all had 
V>een cut. It is not known whether it 
is a case of murder and suicide or of 
triple murder. 
Mr. Smeck has not 
been at home for several months and 
his whereabouts are not known. 


Harrisburg has known sinco the burn­

Other losers were 
tenants of the opera house, the Park 
hotel and adjoining buildings.

George Ehler, injured about legs.; Ed­ 
ward Waldon, hip injured; Raymond 
Collins, injured about legs; C. W. Git* 
cihrist, contusion of thigh; Frank H.

More smoke plied out of the win­ 
dows then, and slowly a ladder was 
raised. Its. top came within several 
feet of the window sill. A small ladder 
was hoisted by men 
the big ladder. 
The man on the window sill stopped 
screaming. He swung his arms; the 
crowd thought he was going to jump. 
“Don’t jump, boy; hold on,” cried the 
firemen. The man got on his knees and 
crawled out on the window and let 
his legs hang over. By that time the 
smaller ladder had reached him, and 
he grabbed the hooks, and, fitting them 
onto the sill, he began to crawl down. 


Edward Holbert, a fireman, went up 
to mot him and got the man in hia 
arms. Then the rescued man fainted 
and had to be carried the rest of the 
way. He was hurried to the Harrisburg 
hospital, where it was found he was 
not badly hurt. 
His name is John 
Smith, his home being in New York. 
H e belongs to the stock company, and 
had been sleeping in one of the dress­ 
ing rooms when the firebroke out. 


AGED WOMAN BURNED TO DEATH 


Her Remains Found In Snow Outside 


Her Home. 


Allentown, Pa., Feb. 4.—Mrs. Sarah 
Ann Dunkard* an aged woman, who 
lived a hermit life just outside of Tel* 
ford, on the county line, was burned to 
death during Saturday night or early 
Sunday morning.

of Farm Labor. 


Sy T. ft- Fleming. 


HE gas engine Is even now the master workman on the 
farm and is destined to do more to relieve farming of its 
excessive strain than all other means combined. And a 
Etiil stronger prediction we desire to make, viz.: In the 
years to come the agricultural lands throughout this vast 
country will be actually enhanced in value by the gas en- 
gine! The gas engine is now in its infancy, not owing to 
its inefficiency, but to the fact that it does not cio 10 percent 
of the work it'is destined to do. 
Even now the work that 


it is doing to relieve the slavish toil of the average farmer has given it an 
enormous prestige. 
Not one farmer in ten who owns an engine would be 


withou it. 
It pumps water for his stock, it saws his wood, it even manu- 


factures lumber, It bales his hay, it cuts his feed, it runs his separator, his 
thrasher, his shredder, his wife's washing machine, etc. Here, for example, 
is a sketch of what it is doing for a small farmer in Iowa and his name is 
legion. 
But all this is nothing to be compared with what the gas engine is soon 


destined to do. This last congress made alcohol tax free. Of the many- 
great acts of this congress that was the greatest of them all. For this act 
will make the farmer in a short time independent of any oil company, for, 
as a certain maker of engines expresses it, "the time is near when the farm- 
er will grow his own power. The oil and coal mines will be unable to com- 
pete with the power he will develop from his fields. What is now going io 
waste will be converted into fuel to operate his gas engine." The secretary 
of agriculture, James Wilson, in a speech before the committee on ways and 
means, said, "The sources of alcohol included the white potato of the north^ 
the sweet potato, the yam, waste molasses from the sugar cane, and the su- 
gar beet, rotten fruit and the waste from the stalk of Indian corn. It is safe 
to say," said the secretary, "that the sugar and starch which go to waste In 
the stalks of Indian corn annually would make one hundred gallons of alco- 
hol an acre." 


Even at this time companies are being formed to make alcohol out of 


these waste products for use In the gas engine in the north and the south, 
which- in itself- will Increase the value of the output of the soil In the mere 
fact of utilizing Its waste. 
One company is now formed, with $250,000 cash, 


preparing to utilize the sawdust of jJie sawmills in the making of alcohol, EO 
that every wood lot even will have an enhancement of its value. It is safe, 
therefore, to predict that the use of alcohol by the gas engine will marvel- 
lously extend its usefulness and that the farmer will use the gas engine to 
plough and harrow his fields and do the harvesting, and that he will use it 
to carry his grain to market and to improve his roads. Wnen he does these 
things he will be nearly independent of manual labor.

tsje HE opponents of competition once said that modern trade 


did not try to meet public needs. It was mere speculation. 
Every man must condemn certain kinds of speculation as 
merely dangerous betting, more harmful than gambling at 
cards or the races. 


When we have a fever of speculation as in recent times 


we arrive at a condition in which, If a man does not turn 
out to be a rascal it is a credit to his moral training. 


Side by side with this wrong speculation there is a good 


speculation which is necessary, found in some of our exchanges. It is Im- 
possible to distinguish between the two through their forms. 


Selling what a man has not got appears often In each, yet the cotton 


broker, for instance, does a service when out of his special knowledge he is 
enabled to sell next year's cotton to the manufacturer with orders ahead 
that the manufacturer may not be obliged to lose interest and run the dan- 
gers of fire upon stored cotton. There is a parallel in every other line of 
industry. 
The services of the speculator who buys goods he does not want, 


to sell when they will be needed, are valuable. 


The first essential In right speculation is that a man must be able to 


make good his guarantees in the future. 
He must use his own money. If he 


uses other people's money the chances are that "the profits will go to him 
and the losses will fall on somebody else. 
That Is not trade. It is gambling 


with -loaded dice. 
For my own part I hold that the good of the competitive system great- 


ly outweighs the evil. 
The abuses of child labor, the sweating system, the 


tenement house cigar system, and other parts of our industrial system which 
shock us most, I have found as a labor commissioner are remnants of the 
old domestic system of labor, a survival from another time. 
They are not 


the results of the competitive system. 


One phase of the competitive system which seems particularly danger-, 


ons Is where unlettered immigrants with a low standard of living take the 
bread out of the mouths of men of a higher grade. Yet I think when the 
noorer labor took the place of the better the better was able to take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to rise. When you say to the laborer who has pro 
viouslv occupied the ground, "rise or die," the number of people who are 
able to rise is infinitely greater than the number of those who are crowded 
out of the means of self support.

Stuttering.

Direct inher- 
itance in race, and possibly Imitation 
is the chief factor when father and 
son are affected.

neurotiq 
inheritance,

forms of nervous complaints. 
But I 
have not been able to confirm Char- 
cot's statement that stuttering and 
ordinary facial paralysis frequently 
occur in the same family. 
Shocks, 
frights and debility after some acute 
illness aro the causes to which the 
onset is most frequently attributed 
by parents. Imitation is undoubtedly 
an occasional cause, children having 
often been known to start the habit 
when put in charge of a stuttering 
nurse-maid. 
A friend of mine who

stables acquired a 
most 
obstinate 
stutter from the groom. 
Adenoid 
vegetations are often met with and 
are imjjortant as a predisp«'sing cause 
since they tend to prevent the proper 
filling of the chest with air.

preliminary measure, 
although

must not be expected that their re- 
moval will lead to a prompt cessation 
of the stutter.—Lanc«t.

Influence 
of the Gas Engine in 
Increasing 


the Effectiveness 
of Farm Labor.

HE gas engine is even now the master workman on the 
farm and is destined to do more to relieve farming of Its 
excessive strain than all other means combined. 
And a 
still stronger prediction we desire to make, viz.t In the 
years to come the agricultural lands throughout this vast 
country will bo actually enhanced in value by the gas en- 
gine. 
The gas engine is now In Its infancy, iiot owing to 
Us Inefficiency, but to the fact that It does not do 10 percent 
of the work it is destined to do. 
Even now the work that 
It is doing to relievo the slavish toil of the average farmer has given it an 
enormous prestige. 
Not one farmer in ten who owns an engine would be 
withou it. 
It pumps water for his stock, it saws his wood, it even manu- 
factures lumber, it bales his hay, it cuts his feed» It runs his separator, his 
thrasher, his shredder, his wife's washing machine, etc. Here, for example. 
Is a sketch of what it is doing for a small farmer in Iowa and his name is 
legion. 


But all this Is nothing to be compared with what the gas engine is soon 
destined to do. 
This last congress made alcohol tax free. 
Of the many 
great acts of tills congress that was the greatest of them all. For this act 
will make the farmer in a short time Independent of any oil company, for, 
as a certain maker of engines expresses it, "the time Is near when the farm- 
er will grow his own power. The oil and coal mines will be unable to com- 
pete with the power he will develop from his fields. "Wliat Is now going to 
waste will bo converted into fuel to operate his gas engine." The secretary 
of agriculture, James Wilson, in a speech before the committee on ways and 
means, said, "The sources of alcohol included the white potato of the north^ 
the sweet potato, the yam, waste molasses from the sugar cane, and the su- 
gar beet, rotten fruit and the waste from the stalk of Indian corn. It Is safe 
to say," said the secretary, "that the sugar and starch which go to waste In 
the stalks of Indian corn annually would make one hundred gallons of alco- 
hol an acre." 


Even at this time companies are being formed to make alcohol out of 
these waste products for use in the gas engine in the north and the south, 
which. In itself will increase the value of the output of the soil In the mere 
fact of utilizing its waste. 
One company is now formed, with $250,000 cash, 
preparing to utilize the sawdust oJ.^the sawmills In the making of alcohol, BO 
that every wood lot even will have an enhancement of its value. It is safe, 
therefore, to predict that the use of alcohol by the gas engine will marvel- 
lously extend its usefulness and that the farmer will use the gas engine to 
plough and harrow his fields and do the harvesting, and that he will use it 
to carry his grain to market and to improve his roads. When he does these 
things he will be nearly independent of manual labor. 


Of course these remarks are every one revolutionary, and it must be 
borne in mind that revolution is always slow. 
That oft used quotation, "the 
mills of the gods grind slowly," is evidence that we all realize that fact, but 
notwithstanding it is well to know the trend of events, to enable us to ad- 
just ourselves accordingly.

HE opponents of comiietltion once said that modern trade 
did not try to meet public needs. It was mere speculation. 
Every man must condemn certain kinds of speculation as 
merely dangerous betting, more harmful than gambling at 
cards or the races. 


When we have a fever of speculation as In recent times 
we arrive at a condition in which, if a man does not turn 
out to be a rascal it is a credit to his moral training. 


Side by side with this wrong speculation there is a good 
speculation which is necessary, found in some of our exchanges. It is Im- 
possible to distinguish between the two through their forms. 


Selling what a man has not got appears often in each, yet the cotton 
broker, for instance, does a service when out of his special knowledge he is 
enabled to sell next year's cotton to the manufacturer with orders ahead 
that the manufacturer may not be obliged to lose interest and rua the dan- 
gers of fire upon stored cotton. 
There is a parallel in every other line of 
Industry. 
The services of the speculator who buys goods he does not want, 
to sell when they will be needed, are valuable. 
^ 


Tho first essential in right speculation Is that a man must he able to 
make good his guarantees in the future. 
He must use his own money. If he 
uses other people's money the chances are that the profits will go to him 
and the losses will fall on somebody else. 
That is not trade. It Is gambling 
with loaded dice. 


For my own part I hold that the good of the competitive system great- 
ly outweighs the evil. 
The abuses of child labor, the sweating system, the 
tenement house cigar system, and other parts of our industrial system which 
shock us most, I have found as a labor commissioner are remnants of the 
old domestic system of labor, a survival from another time. 
They are not 
the results of the competitive system. 


One phase of the competitive system which seems particularly danger-.| 
ous is where unlettered immigrants with a low standard of living take tho 
bread out of the mouths of men of a higher grade. Yet I think when the 
poorer labor took the place of the better the better was able to take advan* 
tage of the opportunity to rise. 
When you say to the laborer who has pre- 
viously occupied the ground, "rise or die," the number of people who are 
able to rise is infinitely greater than the number o£ those who are crowded 
out of the means of self support. 


Americans of Future Will Be Stronger 
Physically and Mentally. 


According to Dr. W. J. ilcGee of 
St. Louis the American of the future 
will be a taller man, stronger, more 
intellectual, more humanitarian and 
will live longer than the American of 
today. 
Dr. McGee read 
a 
paper 
entitled, ''The American 
of To-mor- 
row," before the anthropological sec- 
tion of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science." 


''At the present time," 
said 
Dr. - 
McGee, in support of his contention, 
"every babe born lives on an average 
of 39 years., Half a century ago the 
average life was 27 years, and 100 f 
years back the span of life was 24 to > 
25 years, thus showing that the lon- 
gevity is increasing." 


In the opinion of Dr. McGee, John 
D. Rockefeller 
is 
typical 
of 
the 
American of tomorrow. 
He describ- 
ed Mr. Rockefeller as "the incarna- 
tion of concentrated effort," and de- 
clared that from an anthropological 
point of view he undoubtedly repre- 
sented the coming American.

whatever line of business Mr, Rocke^ 
feler had chosen he would have taken 
first rank.

now to place the power of control in 
the hands of the Government."

Influence of the Gas Engine in Increasing 


the Effectiveness of Farm Labor: 
£ 


By T. R Fleming. 


HE gas engine is even now the master workman on the 
farm and is destined to do more to relieve farming of its 
excessive strain than all other means combined. 
And a 
still stronger prediction we desire to make, viz.*. In the 
years to come the agricultural lands throughout this vast 
country will bo actually enhanced in value by the gas en­ 
gine. 
The gas engine is now in its infancy, hot owing to 
its Inefficiency, but to the fact that it does not do 10 percent 
of the work it is destined to do. 
Even now the work that 
it is doing to relieve the slavish toil of the average farmer has given it an 
enormous prestige. 
Not one farmer in ten who owns an engine would be 
withou it. 
It pumps water for his stock, it saws his wood, it even manu­ 
factures lumber, it bales his hay, it cuts his feed* it runs his separator, his 
thrasher, his shredder, his wife's washing machine, etc. Here, for example, 
is a sketch of what it is doing for a small farmer in Iowa and his name is 
legion. 


But all this is nothing to be compared with what the gas engine Is soon 
destined to do. 
This last congress made alcohol tax free. 
Of the many 
great acts of tills congress that was the greatest of them all. For this act 
will make the farmer in a short time independent of any oil company, for, 
as a certain maker of engines expresses it, "the time is near when the farm­ 
er will grow his own power. The oil and coal mines will be unable to com­ 
pete with the power he will develop from his fields. What is now going to 
waste will be converted into fuel to operate his gas engine." The secretary 
of agriculture, James Wilson, in a speech before the committee on ways and 
means, said, "The sources of alcohol included the white potato of the north, 
the sweet potato, the yam, waste molasses from the sugar cane, and the su­ 
gar beet, rotten fruit and the waste from the stalk of Indian corn. It Is safe 
to say," said the secretary, "that the sugar and starch which go to waste in 
the stalks of Indian corn annually would make one hundred gallons of alco­ 
hol an acre." 


Even at this time companies are being formed to make alcohol out of 
these waste products for use in the gas engine in the north and the south, 
which* in itself will increase the value of the output of the soil in tho mere 
fact of utilizing its waste. 
One company Is now formed, with $250,000 cash, 
preparing to utilize the sawdust oj^the sawmills in the making of alcohol, so 
that every wood lot even will have an enhancement of its value. It is safe, 
therefore, to predict that the use of alcohol by the gas engine will marvel­ 
lously extend its usefulness and that the farmer will use the gas engine to 
plough and harrow his fields and do the harvesting, and that he will use it 
to carry his grain to market and to improve his roads. When he does these 
things he will be nearly independent of manual labor. 


Of course these remarks are every one revolutionary, and It must be 
borne in mind that revolution is always slow. 
That oft used quotation, "the 
mills of the gods grind slowly," is evidence that we all realize that fact, but 
notwithstanding it is well to know the trend of events, to enable us to ad­ 
just ourselves accordingly.

A RACE OF GIANTS 


Ey President Arthur T. Hadley of Yale. 


HE opponents of competition once said that modern trade 
did not try to meet public needs. It was mere speculation. 
Every man must condemn certain kinds of speculation as 
merely dangerous betting, more harmful than gambling at 
cards or the races. 


When we have a fever of speculation as in recent times 
we arrive at a condition in which, If a man does not turn 
out to be a rascal it is a credit to his moral training. 


Side by side with this wrong speculation there Is a good 
speculation which is necessary, found in some of our exchanges. It is im­ 
possible to distinguish between the two through their forms. 


Selling what a man has not got appears often in each, yet the cotton 
broker, for instance, does a service when out of his special knowledge he Js 
enabled to sell next year's cotton to the manufacturer with orders ahead 
that the manufacturer may not be obliged to lose interest and run the dan­ 
gers of fire upon stored cotton. 
There is a parallel in every other line of 
industry. 
The services of the speculator who buys goods he does not want, 
to sell when they will be needed, are valuable. 
v 


The first essential in right speculation is that a man must be able to 
make good his guarantees in the future. 
He must use his own money. If he 
uses other people's money the chances are that the profits will go to him 
and the losses will fall on somebody else. 
That is not trade. It is gambling 
with loaded dice. 


For my own part I hold that the good of the competitive system great­ 
ly outweighs the evil. 
The abuses of child labor, the sweating system, the 
tenement house cigar system, and other parts of our Industrial system which 
shock us most, I have found as a labor commissioner are remnants of the 
old domestic system of labor, a survival from another time. 
They are not 
the results of the competitive system. 


One phase of the competitive system which seems particularly danger-.| 
ous is where unlettered immigrants with a low standard of living take tho 
bread out of the mouths of men of a higher grade. 
Yet I think when the 
poorer labor took the place of the better the better was able to take advan» 
tage of the opportunity to rise. 
When you say to the laborer who has pre­ 
viously occupied the ground, "rise or die," the number of people who are 
able to rise Is infinitely greater than the number of those who are crowded 
out of the means of self support. 


Americans of Future Will Be Stronger 
Physically and Mentally. 


According to Dr. W. J. lilcGee of 
St. Louis the American of the future 
will be a taller man, stronger, more 
intellectual, more humanitarian and 
will live longer than the American of 
today. 
Dr. McGee read 
a 
paper 
entitled, “The American 
of To-mor­ 
row," before the anthropological sec­ 
tion of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science." 


“At the present time," 
said 
Dr. 
McGee, in support of his contention, 
“every babe born lives on an average 
of 39 years., Half a century ago the 
average life was 27 years, and 100 
years back the span of life was 24 to \ 
25 years, thus showing that, the lon­ 
gevity is increasing."

.Wright brothers, of Dayton, Ohio, 
inhered into the world their epoch- 
juaking invention of the first success- 
ful-aeroplane flying machine. At a 
time vhen the various experiinental- 
' ists in the field of aeronautics were 
dumbfounded by the failure of • the 
deservedly - renowned 
Langley 
to 


make a practical Sight with his gov- 
ernment-backed $50,000 machine, it 
was sadcenly announced that two 
young machinists had produced an 
aeroplane which had made a con- 
tinuous Sight, with one of the in- 
ventors on board, of over twenty 
miles at a nigh speed and under per- ] 
•feet control. 
. 
j 


Their success narked such an en- 


ormous stride forward in the art, 
,iras so completely unheralded, and 
.•was so brilliant that doubt as to the 
truth of the story was freely enter- 
tained"; especially as the inventors 
refused to give either access to the 
machine or make any statement as to 
its broad details. 


The,Scientific American, however, 


.•wrote to the seventeen eye witnesses 
;who were mentioned as having seen 
-the various flights and received let- 
ters from these reputable local resi- 
"dents, and published extracts there- 
from, which completely set at rest 
all dosibr as to what had been ac- 
complished. Unfortunately, the for- 
eign aeronautical world failed to ap- 
preciate the significance of the facts 
as thus made known; and when San- 
tos Du-nont made his recent short 
flight of a few hundred feet, with a 
machine £uilt on the lines of the

Railroad men running-iato Denver 


on the prairie lines from the East 
say that antelope are becoming so 
plentiful in the vicinity of Fort Mor- 
gan, Wray Brush and Akron that 
herds of from thirty to fifty are no 
uncommon, sight, and many of them 
have become so tame that they race 
along the railroad tracks for miles. 


The law against the killing of an- 


telope contains & clause allowing 
their being hunted from October 15 
to October 25 in 1907, for the first 
time in several years. During the 
past few years the antelopes have 
been increasing rapidly. They fre- 
quent the neighborhood of the smaller 
towns, and many families in Fort 
Morgan have captured young ante- 
lope and raised them as pets. They 
have also' increased in the South, 
Middle and North parks, although 
marked improvement lies in the de- J they frequent the prairies more than 
sign of their propellers. 
Instead of " 


propellers giving forty to fifty per 
cent, efficiency, they estimate that the 
new screws which they have designed 
give fully seventy per cent efficiency. 


There is one important point 


wherein the brothers do not agree 
with Langley, viz., regarding a plane 
traveling at a very high rate of speed 
carrying a greater load with the ex- 
penditure of less power than when 
traveling at a lower rate of speed. 
That it will carry a greater load they 
admit, but that less horse-power will 
be required to drive it is contrary to 
the law of atmospheric resistance, 
which is that the resistance increases 
as the square of the velocity. As a 
result of this, they find that the 
weight carried per horse-power ex- 
pended varies inversely as the speed. 
At thirty-eight miles an hour, they 
were able to sustain sixty-two pounds 


•Wright brothers' aeroplane, he se-1 per horse-power, 
cured in Europe the credit of having 
made the first successful flight. 


One of the editors of the Scientific 


JAjnerican was recently accorded the 


T 


first interview given to any technical 
journal, in which the Messrs. Wright 
gave some hints as to what they had 
actually accomplished, and outlined 
the investigation which led up to 
their-final success. 


After becoming interested in the 


problem of aerial navigation some 
ten years ago, the brothers experi- 
mented during several summers with 
a double-surface glider, with which 
they became so proScient that they 
could make long glides from the 
summits of the sand dunes and de- 
scribe a letter S at the bottom. The3' 
improved their machine by the addi- 
tion of a vertical and a horizontal 
rudder and a method of twisting the 
•'planes to preserve lateral equilibri- 
um. After reaching suificient profi- 
ciency in controlling the machine in 
gliding, the brothers undertook to 
transform it into a power-driven ma- 
chine. As no light-weight gasoline 
motors were to be had at that time, 
they were obliged to build their own 
motor. 
They decided upon a four- 


cylinder, water-cooled, horizontal en- 
gine, which, when completed, weighed 
250 pounds and developed about six- 
teen horse-power, although it would 
show twenty-four horse-power for 
the first fifteen seconds. 


As they were unable to find any 


authorities giving definite rules for 
designing air propellers, they were 
obliged to work out a theory of their 
own on this important subject. They 
designed pr.opellers for their ma- 
chine, and calculated the speed at 
which it should travel with the 
horse-power at their disposal. In the 
first trial with a motor (in Decem- 
ber, 1903) the machine flew a*t prac- 
tically the speed the brothers figured 
it should attain; which speaks well 
for the truth of their theory of the 
action of screw propellers. 
In this 


first flight the machine went in a 
straight line a distance of S52 feet 
against a twenty-Sve-mile wind. Hav- 
ing proved that the glider would fiy 
with a. motor, the brothers returned 
home, and during the spring of the 
following year resumed their experi- 
ments in a meadow some eight miles 
from Dayton, where they built a shed 
to house their machine. The greater 
part of the spring, summer and au- 
tumn of 1904 and 1905 was spent in 
experimental work with a new aero- 
plane, 
A number of obscure diffi- 


culties were encountered, and it was 
found that the machine acted quite 
differently from what it did when 
merely gliding without a motor. In 
fact, wita the motor installed, the 
operator had to make some moves 
for coatrol of equilibrium exactly 
opposite to those which were neces 
sary wnen tlie machine was simply 
gliding. For starting the machine, 


Consequently, at 


twenty miles an hour, they could 
sustain about 125, or at seventy-five, 
only about thirtj-. With their new 
motor, the Wright brothers are con- 
fident of driving their large aero- 
plane, with one man aboard, for a 
continuous distance of 500 miles at 
an average speed of not less than 
fifty miles an hour. Their past suc- 
cesses would seem to give promise 
that they will accomplish the feat, 
if not at the first trial, at least in 
the near future.

It is said that the cactus covered 


plains in the counties in the eastern 
part of Colorado furnish the best 
adapted place in the country for the 
rearing of the young of the antelope. 
The young are usually born in a hoU 
low scooped out of the sand by the 
mother, in the midst of a thicket of 
cactus. In this way the baby antelope 
are safe from the depredations of 
prairie wolves and coyotes, who are 
not able to penetrate the cactus 
thicket, while the mother can jump 
over the hedge without injuring her- 
self. 
The coyotes are only feared 


by the young antelope, the older ani- 
mals being able to protect them- 
selves. 


An agitation is now spreading 


among sportsmen to have the short 
open season for antelope provided for 
next year permanent for a week each 
year. They claim the animals have 
increased so in the last few years 
that no injury will be done in the 
short open season. The season for 
quail, however, which will also open 
in 19C7, will probably be abolished 
by the coming Legislature.—Denver 
Republican.

Boston State HOUM Tak** a Third *f 


an Aer* of Geld Leaf. 


The problem of regilding a dome 


may be visualized by looking at a. 
derby hat and imagining that a dozen 
ants have the task of covering it with 
squares of beaten gold, each square 
neatly fitting its neighbors. 


Naturally, says the Boston Trans- 


cript, these miniature workmen will 
commence at the top, cautiously de- 
scending backward and leaving be- 
hind them on the almost flat crown of 
the derby a plain cf gold surprising 
to flies and other onlookers. 


Then, from working on an almost 


fiat surface our industrious ants will 
find the derby gradually becoming 
more and more precipitous until the 
descent is finally altogether perpen- 
dicular, and if their legs and ideas of 
equilibrium were manlike instead of 
antlike they must inevitably fall off 
on the table and be carried away in 
an ant ambulance. 


To make the figure complete, there- 


fore, it would be necessary to erect a 
miniature staging all around the der- 
by, to place in addition an electric 
fan (representing the winds of No- 
vember) within easy range of it and 
to persuade some conscientious smok- 
er (representing the activity of neigh- 
boring chimneys) to draw his chair 
to the table and every now and then 
envelop the scene of operations in a 
cloud of smoke. 


For the present regilding of the 


dome of the Boston State House eight 
pounds of gold must be hammered to 
the necessary thinness to provide the 
material with which to begin gilding, 
and gold leaf of the best quality suf- 
ficient to cover nearly a third of an 
acre raasi be turned oat to order. 


This gold arrived in Boston in in- 


gots about six inches long, one inch 
wide and ene-eighth of an inch thick. 
One of these ingots, having been al- 
loyed for color, is first rolled and an- 
nealed between steel rollers until it 
becomes a golden ribbon eight yards 
long. This ribbon is then cut into 200 
squares, corresponding to 
the 200 


leaves of the cutch, which is made in 
London of a peculiar kind of paper 
that will stand continuous beating and 
whose composition If a trade secret. 


Beaten for three-quarters of an hour 


between the leaves of the cutch with 
a twelve or fourteen-pound hammer, 
each square of gold spreads until it 
covers nine square inches.

of the five hundred intestines neces- 
sary to make a single mould is a trade 
secret), and gradually beaten to the 
required thinness. 


Taken from the mould the leaves 


are trimmed by young women, hand- 
ling them delicately with wooden pin- 
cers, to squares of three and a half 
inches, twenty-five squares being in- 
serted between the leaves of a. small 
paper book, and twenty of these books 
feeing combined in a pack for the con- 
venience of the workmen who are 
later to transfer the beaten gold to 
its final position. 


In the case of the dome the entire 


gilding -will probably empty 275 packs 
or "use up some 137,000 little squares 
of gold: This gold is 23 carat quality 
beaten to a thinness cf one one nun 
dred and forty thousandth part of aa 
inch, and to cover the expanse of the 
dome about $2000 worth of it is nee 
essary.

this gold over the surface of the dome 
requires a little more than another 
?2000, thus making the total cost o:

embellishment something less

In all tho history of invention there 
Is probably no parallel to the unos- 
tentatious 
manner 
in 
which 
the 
Wright brothers, of Dayton. Ohio, 
tishered into the world their epoch- 
waking invention of the first success- 
ful aeroplane flying machine. 
At a 
^ time when the various experimental- 
' ists in the field of aeronautics were 
dumbfounded by the failure of- the 
. 
deservedly - renowned 
Langley 
to 
make a practical flight with his gov- 
ernment-backed 550,000 machine, it 
was suddenly announced that 
two 
young machinists had produced an 
aeroplane which had made a con- 
tinuous flight, with one of tho In- 
ventors. on board, of over twenty 
miles at a high speed and under per- 
fect control. 


• 


Their success marked such an en- 
ormous stride forward In the art, 
.•was so completely unheralded, and 
.vas so brilliant that doubt as to the 
truth of the story was freely enter- 
tained"; especially as the inventors 
refused to give either access to the 
machine or make any statement as to 
Its broad details. 


The,Scientific American, however, 
.•wrote to the seventeen eye witnesses 
.who were mentioned as having seen 
•the various flights and received let- 
ters from these reputable local resi- 
dents, and published extracts there- 
irom. which completely set at rest 
all doubt as to what had been ac- 
complished. 
Unfortunately, the for- 
eign aeronautical world failed to ap- 
preciate the significance of the facts 
as thus made known; and when San- 
tos Dumont made his recent short 
flight of a few hundred feet, with a 
machine Jouilt on the lines of the 
Wright brothers' aeroplane, he se- 
cured in Europe the credit of having 
made the first successful flight. 


One'of the editors of the Scientific 
iAmerican was recently accorded the 
first interview given to any technical 
journal, in which the Messrs. Wright 
gave some hints as to what they had 
actually accomplished, and outlined 
the investigation which led up to 
their-final success. 


After becoming interested in the 
problem of aerial navigation some 
ten years ago, the brothers experi- 
mented during several summers with 
a double-surface glider, with which 
they became so proficient'that they 
could make long glides from the 
summits of the sand dunes and de- 
scribe a letter S at the bottom. They 
improved their machine by the addi- 
tion of a vertical and a horizontal 
rudder and a method of twisting the 
'•planes to preserve lateral equilibri- 
um. 
After reaching sufficient profi- 
ciency in controlling the machine in 
gliding, the brothers undertook to 
transform it into a power-driven ma- 
chine» 
As no light-weight gasoline 
motors were to be had at that time, 
they were obliged to build their own 
motor. 
They decided upon a four- 
cylinder, water-cooled, horizontal en- 
gine, which, when completed, weighed 
250 pounds and developed about six- 
teen horse-power, although it would 
show twenty-four 
horse-power 
for 
the first fifteen seconds. 


As they were unable to find any 
authorities giving definite rules for 
designing air propellers, they were 
obliged to work out a theory of their 
own on this important subject. They 
designed propellers for their 
ma- 
chine, and calculated the speed at 
which 
it 
should 
travel 
with 
the 
horse-power at their disposal. 
In the 
first trial with a motor (in Decem- 
ber, 1903) the machine fiew at prac- 
tically the speed the brothers figured 
It should attain; which speaks well 
for the truth of their theory of the 
action of screw propellers. 
In this 
first flight the machine went in a 
straight line a distance of 852 feet 
against a twenty-five-milQ wind. Hav- 
ing proved that the glider would fly 
With a motor, the brothers returned 
home, and during the spring of the 
following year resumed their experi- 
ments in a meadow some eight miles 
irom Dayton, where they built a shed 
to house their machine. 
The greater 
part of the spring, summer and au- 
tumn of 1904 and 1905 was spent in 
experimental work with a new aero- 
plane. 
A number of obscure diffi- 
culties were encountered, and it was 
found that the machine acted quite 
difeerently from what it did when 
merely gliding without a motor. 
In 
iact, with the motor installed, the 
operator had to make some moves 
for control of 
equilibrium 
exactly 
opposite to those which were neces- 
^ eary when the machine was simply 
gliding. 
For starting the machine,

email carriage having» two double- 
flanged wheels was placed on this rail 
and suppox'ted tho aeroplane. 
The 
machine was steadied by one man 
standing at one side and holding it. 
It was hitched to a post and held 
•while the motor and propellers were 
started. 
Then it was suddenly re- 
leased and allowed to shoot forward, 
whereupon It would rise In the air 
before 
the 
end 
of 
the 
rail 
was 
reached. As the field was a compara- 
tively small one, approximately recr 
tanguar in shape. It was necessary 
to make sharp turns to keep within 
its boundaries. 
In making 
these 
turns t^oubl'e was often experienced, 
and there v/as a number of narrow 
escapes from serious Injury. 
It was 
not till October of last year that the 
brothers found out the cause of this 
instaj)iiity, which was, not due to 
Instability of the machine so much 
as the method of operating it. 
Soon 
after this (Jiscovery, they were able 
to make their flight of twenty-four 
jniles in thirty-eight minutes, or at 
tho rate of nearly iorcy miles an 
hour. 


I 
By their method of staKiuitr. 
special rail the Wrights \rere 
JMt 
to get In the air with the expendljljir« 
of much less power than would have 
been needed If they had mounted 
their 
machine 
on 
pneumatic-tired 
wire wheels running on ball bearings 
and had run it along on a smooth, 
hard road. 
The pull of a machine 
mounted and run In the latter man- 
ner, as is well known, is several times 
greater than that of one mounted In 
the former way. 
This would account 
for the excessive power required by 
Santos Dumont to get his aeroplane 
in the air, as he ran his machine on 
pneumatic-tired 
wheels 
on 
turf, 
where the resistance 
was 
greater 
still. 
It does not explain his com- 
paratively low speed when once he 
was* in the air. however, and this can 
only be explained by the great re- 
sistance of his machine and the in- 
efficiency of the propeller. 


One of the chief points wherein 
the Wrights claim to have made a 
marked improvement lies in the de- 
sign of their propellers. 
Instead of 
propellers giving forty to fifty per 
cent, efficiency, they estimate that the 
new screws which they have designed 
give fully seventy per cent efficiency. 
There 
Is 
one 
important 
point 
wherein the brothers do not agree 
with Langley. viz., regarding a plane 
traveling at a very high rate of speed 
carrying a greater load with the ex- 
penditure of less power than when 
traveling at a lower rate of speed. 
That It will carry a greater load they 
admit, but that less horse-power will 
be required to drive it Is contrary to 
the law of atmospheric resistance, 
which Is that the resistance Increases 
as the square of the velocity. 
As a 
result of this, they find that the 
weight carried per horse-power ex- 
pended varies Inversely as the speed. 
At thirty-eight miles an hour, they 
were able to sustain sixty-two pounds 
per horse-power. 
Consequently, at 
twenty miles an hour, they could 
sustain about 125, or at seventy-five, 
only about thirty. 
With their new 
motor, the Wright brothers are con- 
fident 
of driving their large aero- 
plane, with one man aboard, for a 
continuous distance of 500 miles at 
an average speed of not less than 
fifty miles an hour. 
Their past suc- 
cesses would seem to give promise 
that they will accomplish the feat, 
if not at the first trial, at least in 
the near future. 


AKTELOrE HERDS IN COLORADO, 


DARING OF THE DYNAMITE ÄIAN. 


Tliawing Out the Explosive the Dan- 
gerous Part of His Work. 


Some day I guess 'twill get me. 
We never know." 


J. B. Eoone. professional powder 
man. 
dynamite 
and • nitroglycerin 
handler, moved cautiously about a 
fire as he talked. 
At his feet lay 
fifty pounds of dynamite—frozen. H^j 
was at a stone quarry at Courtney, 
Mo., where 
the 
night 
before 
500 
pounds of his materials had explod- 
ed. 
And he had built the fire to 
thaw out more. 


"This Is the dangerous part'of the 
work." he said. 
"The jar of a cinder 
popping from the fire, striking that 
dynamite, would make It explode. 
A 
twig snapped against it or some ob- 
ject dropped upon it would bring the 
end. 
Dynamite Is not exploded by 
heat. 
It requires some Jar—some 
friction. 
When It is frozen—and it 
freezes sooner than water—It Is fair- 
ly safe to handle. 
But in thawing, 
the warmer it becomes the more sen- 
sitive it Is. 
When these sticks are 
warm a dime dropped upon them will 
make them explode. 
It's a danger- 
ous business." 


No screen was between the dyna- 
mite and the fire where the "powder 
man" worked. If he feared that fatal 
cinder popping from the dry sticks In 
the fire he did not show it. 
In a 
methodical, careful way this grave, 
quiet man worked swiftly and silent- 
ly by the fire. 


"I began it with my father when 
I was 
fifteen 
years 
old," he said. 
"More than twenty years now I've 
been a powder man, and—well, I'm 
here to-day, anyhow." 


But he would venture no prediction 
for the morrow.—Kansas City Star. 


Bo rientlfnl TTmt There is Agitmtion 
For an Annual Opon Season. 


Railroad men running Into Denver 
on the prairie lines from the East 
say that antelope are becoming so 
plentiful In tho vicinity of Fort Mor- 
gan, Wray Brush and Akron that 
herds of from thirty to fifty aro no 
uncommon sight, and many of thom 
have becomo so tame that thoy raco 
along the railroad tracks for miles. 


The law against the killing of an- 
telope contains a clause 
allowing 
their being hunted from October 15 
to October 25 In 1907, for the first 
time , in several years. 
During the 
past few years the antelopes havo 
been increasing rapidly. 
They fre- 
quent the neighborhood of the smaller 
towns, and many families In Fort 
Morgan have captured young ante- 
lope and raised them as pets. 
They 
have also* increased In tho South, 
Middle and North parks, although 
they frequent the prairies more than 
the mountains. 


It Is said that tho cactus covored 
plains in the counties In tho eastern 
part of Colorado furnish the best 
adapted place In the country for tho 
rearing of the yoEng of the antelope. 
The young are usually born In a hoU 
low scooped out of the sand by the 
mother, in the midst of a thicket of 
cactus. In this way the baby antelopo 
are safe from tho depredations of 
prairie wolves and coyotes, who are 
not able to 
penetrate 
the 
cactus 
thicket, while the mother can Jump 
over the hedge without Injuring her- 
self. 
The coyotes are only feared 
by the young antelope, the older ani- 
mals being able to protect them- 
selves. 


An 
agitation 
Is now 
spreading 
among sportsmen to have the short 
open season for antelope provided for 
next year permanent for a week each 
year. 
They claim the animals have 
increased so in the last few years 
that no injury will be done In the 
short open season. 
The season for 
quail, however, which will also open 
in 1907, will probably be abolished 
by the coming Legislature.—Denver 
Republican,

Boston Stilt« House Takts a Third of 


«n Acra of Qold Leaf« 


Tho problem of regilding a domo 
may bo visualized by looking at a 
derby hat and imagining that a dozon 
ants have the task of covering it with 
squares of beaten gold, each square 
neatly fitting its neighbors. 


Naturally, says tho Boston Trans- 
cript, theso miniature workmen will 
commence at tho top. cautiously de- 
scending backward and leaving be- 
hind them on the almost flat crown of 
the derby a plain of gold surprising 
to flies and other onlookers. 


Then, from working on an alnlost 
flat surface our industrious nnts will 
find tho derby gradually 
becoming 
moro and more precipitous until tho 
descent is finally altogether perpen- 
dicular, and if their legs and ideas of 
equilibrium were manlike Instead of 
antliko thoy must inevitably fall off 
on tho table and be carried away in 
an ant ambulance. 


To make the figure complete, there- 
fore, It would bo necessary to orect a 
miniature staging all around tho der- 
by, to placo In addition an electric 
fan (representing the winds of No- 
vember) within easy range of it and 
to persuade somo conscientious smok- 
er (representing the activity of neigh« 
boring chimneys) to draw his chair 
to tho tablo and every now and then 
envelop the scene of operations In a 
cloud of smoke. 


For the present regilding of the 
dome of the Boston State House eight 
pounds of gold must be hammered to 
the necessary thinness to provide the 
material with which to begin gilding, 
and gold leaf of the host quality suf- 
ficient to covor nearly a third of an 
acre must be turned out to order. 


This gold arrived in Boston in In- 
gots about six inches long, one Inch 
wide and ene-elghth of an inch thick. 
One of these ingots, having been al- 
loyed for color, is first rolled and an- 
nealed between steel rollers until It 
becomes a golden ribbon eight yards 
long. This ribbon is then cut into 200 
squares, corresponding to 
the 
200 
leaves of the cutch, which is made In 
London of a peculiar kind of paper 
that will stand continuous beating and 
whose composition Ijt a trade secret. 


Beaten for three-quarters of an hour 
between the leaves of the cutch with 
a twelve or fourteen-pound hammer, 
each square of gold spreads until it 
covers nine square inches. 
Each of 
these squares is cut into four equal 
parts and these inserted between the 
800 leaves of the shoder. This is sim- 
ilar to the cutch, but one inch wider 
and longer and made of the intestines 
of oxen. Here it is hammered for an 
hour with an eight-pound hammer. 


Taken from the shoder tho 
sheets 
are again cut into four equal parts and 
tho original eight yards of ribbon 
have become 3200 pieces of thin gold, 
about five inches square. 


Finally these squares, a thousand 
at a time, are inserted In a mould of 
a thousand leaves of ox .intestines 
(and here again the exact preparation 
of the five hundred intestines neces- 
sary to make a single mould is a trade 
secret), and gradually beaten to the 
required thinness.

Zeal for nature study, not tempered 
by experience, explains why so many 
country doctors have been called Jn to 
diagnose an epidemic of rash which 
has affected whole classes in somo rur- 
al and urban schools. 


Tho symptoms of the ailment, well 
known to doctors as "caterpillar rash/' 
are intense irritation on the palms, and 
sometimes on the face, accompanied by 
a number of blister-like 
swellines, 
vrhich, when they occur 
round 
the 
eyes, sometimes have the effect of ob- 
stnictlng the vision. 


Tho preventive Is for the nature 
class to leave hairy caterpillars alone. 
As the "palmer worm," the hairy cat- 
erpillar of the gold-tall moth, one of 
the commonest and most beautiful ob- 
jects of the country at mid-summer, 
passes from hand to hand, it leaves 
on every palm a few of Its loosely 
attached hairs, and those hairs are 
possessed, for the protection of the cat- 
erpillar against birds and browsing an- 
imals, of what scientists call "urticat- 
ing" properties." '•Urtica" is the Lat- 
in for '»nettle."

GENESIS OF THE FIRST 
SUCCESSFUL AEROPLANE.. 


FROM THE SCIENTIFIC AMERICAN. 


In All tho history of invention there 
Is probably no parallel to the unos­ 
tentatious 
manner 
In 
which 
the 
W right brothers, of Dayton, Ohio, 
ushered into the world their epoch- 
making invention of the first success­ 
ful aeroplane flying machine. 
At a 
time when the various experimental­ 
ists in the field of aeronautics were 
dumbfounded by the failure of' the 
deservedly - renowned 
Langley 
to 
make a practical flight with his gov­ 
ernment-backed $50,000 machine, it 
was suddenly announced that two 
young machinists had produced an 
aeroplane which had made a con­ 
tinuous flight, with one of the in­ 
ventors s on board, of over twenty 
miles at a high speed and under per­ 
fect control. 


Their success marked such an en­ 
ormous stride forward in the art, 
.was so completely unheralded, and 
»was so brilliant that doubt as to the 
truth of the story was freely enter­ 
tained; especially as the inventors 
refused to give either access to the 
machine or make any statement as to 
its broad details. 


The,Scientific American, however, 
,'wrote to the seventeen eye witnesses 
.who were mentioned as having seen 
•the various flights and received let­ 
ters from these reputable local resi­ 
dents, and published extracts there­ 
from, which completely set at rest 
all doubt as to what had been ac­ 
complished. 
Unfortunately, the for­ 
eign aeronautical world failed to ap­ 
preciate the significance of the facts 
as thus made known; and when San­ 
tos Dumont made his recent short 
flight of a few hundred feet, with a 
machine Juiilt on the lines of the 
W right brothers' aeroplane, he se­ 
cured in Europe the credit of having 
made the first successful flight. 


One of the editors of the Scientific 
[American was recently accorded the 
first interview given to any technical 
journal, in which the Messrs. Wright 
gave some hints as to what they had 
actually accomplished, and outlined 
the investigation which led up to 
their final success. 


After becoming interested in the 
problem of aerial navigation some 
ten years ago, the brothers experi­ 
mented during several summers with 
a double-surface glider, with which 
they became so proficient that they 
could make long glides from the 
summits of the sand dunes and de­ 
scribe a letter S at the bottom. They 
improved their machine by the addi­ 
tion of a vertical and a horizontal 
rudder and a method of twisting the 
»planes to preserve lateral equilibri­ 
um. 
After reaching sufficient profi­ 
ciency in controlling the machine in 
gliding, the brothers undertook to 
transform it into a power-driven ma­ 
chine. 
As no light-weight gasoline 
motors were to be had at that time, 
they were obliged to build their own 
motor. 
They decided upon a four- 
cylinder, water-cooled, horizontal en­ 
gine, which, when completed, weighed 
250 pounds and developed about six­ 
teen horse-power, although it would 
show twenty-four horse-power for 
the first fifteen seconds. 


As they were unable to find any 
authorities giving definite rules for 
designing air propellers, they were 
obliged to work out a theory of their 
own on this important subject. They 
designed propellers for their ma­ 
chine, and calculated the speed at 
which 
it should 
travel with the 
horse-power at their disposal. 
In the 
first trial with a motor (in JDecem- 
ber, 1903) the machine flew at prac­ 
tically the speed the brothers figured 
it should attain; which speaks well 
for the truth of their theory of the 
action of screw propellers. 
In this 
first flight the machine went in a 
straight line a distance of 852 feet 
against a twenty-five-milQ wind. Hav­ 
ing proved that the glider would fly 
with a motor, the brothers returned 
home, and during the spring of the 
following year resumed their experi­ 
ments in a meadow some eight miles 
from Dayton, where they built a shed 
to house their machine. 
The greater 
part of the spring, summer and au­ 
tum n of 1904 and 1905 was spent in 
experimental work with a new aero­ 
plane. 
A number of obscure diffi­ 
culties were encountered, and it was 
found that the machine acted quite 
differently from what it did when 
merely gliding without a motor. 
In 
fact, with the motor installed, the 
operator had to make some moves 
for control of equilibrium exactly 
opposite to those which were neces­ 
sary when the machine was simply 
gliding. 
For starting the machine, 
a light steel rail some seventy-five 
feet long was laid on the ground. 
A 
email carriage having* two double­ 
flanged wheels was placed on this rail 
and suppoi’ted the aeroplane. 
The 
machine was steadied by one man 
standing at one side and holding it. 
It was hitched to a post and held 
while the motor and propellers were 
started. 
Then it was suddenly re­ 
leased and allowed to shoot forward, 
whereupon it would rise in the air 
before 
the end 
of the rail was 
reached. As the field was a compara­ 
tively small one, approximately recr 
tanguar in shape, it was necessary 
to make sharp turns to keep within 
its boundaries. 
In making these 
turns trouble w$s often experienced, 
and there was a number of narrow 
escapes from serious injury. 
It was 
not till October of last year that the 
brothers found out the cause of this 
instability, which was# not due to 
instability of the machine so much 
as the method of operating it. 
Soon 
after this discovery, they were able 
to make their flight of twenty-four 
jniles in thirty-eight minutes, or at 
¿the rate of nearly iorcy miles an 
h o u r. ’ 


By their method of 
special rail the Wrights were 
Alt 
to get in the air with the expendi^jx*^ 
of much less power than would have 
been needed if they had mounted 
their 
machine on pneumatic-tired 
wire wheels running on ball bearings 
and had run it along on a smooth, 
hard road. 
The pull of a machine 
mounted and run in the latter man­ 
ner, as is well known, is several times 
greater than that of one mounted in 
the former way. 
This would account 
for the excessive power required by 
Santos Dumont to get his aeroplane 
in the air, as he ran his machine on 
pneumatic-tired 
wheels 
on 
turf, 
where the resistance 
was 
greater 
still. 
It does not explain his com­ 
paratively low speed when once he 
was» in the air, however, and this can 
only be explained by the great re­ 
sistance of his machine and the in­ 
efficiency of the propeller. 


One of the chief points wherein 
the Wrights claim to have made a 
marked improvement lies in the de­ 
sign of their propellers. 
Instead of 
propellers giving forty to fifty per 
cent, efficiency, they estimate that the 
new screws which they have designed 
give fully seventy per cent efficiency. 


There 
is 
one 
important 
point 
wherein the brothers do not agree 
with Langley, viz., regarding a plane 
traveling at a very high rate of speed 
carrying a greater load with the ex­ 
penditure of less power than when 
traveling at a lower rate of speed. 
That it will carry a greater load they 
admit, but that less horse-power will 
be required to drive it is contrary to 
the law of atmospheric resistance, 
which is that the resistance increases 
as the square of the velocity. 
As a 
result of this, they find that the 
weight carried per horse-power ex­ 
pended varies Inversely as the speed. 
At thirty-eight miles an hour, they 
were able to sustain sixty-two pounds 
per horse-power. 
Consequently, at 
twenty miles an hour, they could 
sustain about 125, or at seventy-five, 
only about thirty. 
With their new 
motor, the W right brothers are con­ 
fident of driving their large aero­ 
plane, with one man aboard, for a 
continuous distance of 500 miles at 
an average speed of not less than 
fifty miles an hour. 
Their past suc­ 
cesses would seem to give promise 
that they will accomplish the feat, 
if not at the first trial, at least in 
the near future. 


DARING OF THE DYNAMITE MAN. 


Thawing Out the Explosive the Dan­ 
gerous P art of His Work. 


‘‘Some day I guess 'twill get me. 
We never know.” 


J. B. Eoone, professional powder 
man, 
dynamite 
and • nitroglycerin 
handler, moved cautiously about a 
fire as he talked. 
At his feet lay 
fifty pounds of dynamite— frozen. H^ 
was at a stone quarry at Courtney, 
Mo., where the night before 
500 
pounds of his materials had explod­ 
ed. 
And he had built the fire to 
thaw out more. 


“This is the dangerous part* of the 
w ork/' he said. 
“The jar of a cinder 
popping from the fire, striking that 
dynamite, would make it explode. A 
twig snapped against it or some ob­ 
ject dropped upon it would bring the 
end. 
Dynamite is not exploded by 
heat. 
It requires some ja r— some 
friction. 
When it is frozen— and it 
freezes sooner than water— it is fair­ 
ly safe to handle. 
But in thawing, 
the warmer it becomes the more sen­ 
sitive it is. 
When these sticks are 
warm a dime dropped upon them will 
make them explode. 
It's a danger­ 
ous business.” 


No screen was between the dyna­ 
mite and the fire where the “powder 
m an” worked. If he feared that fatal 
cinder popping from the dry sticks in 
the fire he did not show it. 
In a 
methodical, careful way this grave, 
quiet man worked swiftly and silent­ 
ly by the fire. 


“I began it with my father when 
I was fifteen 
years 
old,” he said. 
”More than twenty years now I've 
been a powder man, and— well, I'm 
here to-day, anyhow.” 


But he would venture no prediction 
for the morrow.— Kansas City Star. 


A Simple Solution.

ANTELOPE HERDS IN COLORADO. 


Bo Plentiful That There is Agitation 
For an Annual Open Season. 


Railroad men running into Denver 
on the prairie lines from the East 
say that antelope are becoming so 
plentiful in tho vicinity of Fort Mor­ 
gan, Wray Brush and Akron that 
herds of from thirty to fifty aro no 
uncommon sight, and many of them 
have become so tame that they raco 
along the railroad tracks for miles. 


The law against the killing of an­ 
telope contains a clause allowing 
their being hunted from October 15 
to October 25 in 1907, for the first 
time , in several years. 
During the 
past few years the antelopes have 
been increasing rapidly. 
They fre­ 
quent the neighborhood of the smaller 
towns, and many families in Fort 
Morgan have captured young ante­ 
lope and raised them as pets. 
They 
have also* increased in tho South, 
Middle and North parks, although 
they frequent the prairies more than 
the mountains. 


It is said that the cactus covored 
plains in the counties in tho eastern 
part of Colorado furnish the best 
adapted place in the country for the 
rearing of the yofing of the antelope. 
The young are usually born in a hoi* 
low scooped out of the sand by the 
mother, in the midst of a thicket of 
cactus. In this way the baby antelope 
aro safe from the depredations of 
prairie wolves and coyotes, who are 
not able to 
penetrate 
the 
cactus 
thicket, while the mother can jump 
over the hedge without injuring her­ 
self. 
The coyotes are only feared 
by the young antelope, the older ani­ 
mals being able to protect them­ 
selves. 


An agitation is now spreading 
among sportsmen to have the short 
open season for antelope provided for 
next year permanent for a week each 
year. 
They claim the animals have 
increased so in the last few years 
that no injury will be done in the 
short open season. 
The season for 
quail, however, which will also open 
in 1907, will probably be abolished 
by the coming Legislature.— Denver 
Republican. 


GILDING A DOME« 


Sons of the Forest. 


Big Meadow flourishes under a 
benign and patriarchal government.

In “The Pass” Stewart Edward White 
gives the forest ranger's idea of edu­ 
cating a boy. 


In a grove near the camp was an 
out-of-door smithy and wood-working 
shop. 
There every conceivable job 
of repair and manufacture was un­ 
dertaken. 
While I was watching the 
ranger bluing a rifle sight one of the 
younger boys brought up a horse and 
began rather bunglingly to shoe the 
animal. 


“The boy is a littlo inexperienced,” 
I ventured to suggest, after a time. 
“Aren’t you afraid he'll lame the 
horse?” 


The ranger glanced up. 
“Every 
one of the boys has to do his own 
shoeing and repairing of all kinds,” 
Said he. 
“He's been shown how, and 
he'll just have to learn. 
I made up 
my mind some time ago that I would 
rather have a horse weak in his hoof 
than a boy weak in his intellect. 


“I have eight boys of all ages, and 
I've given a lot of thought to them,” 
he continued. 
“They are getting the 
best education I can buy for them; 
a man does <not get far without it. 
And then, besides, I am 
teaching 
them to be thorough, 
and 
to do 
things with their hands as well as 
with their heads. 
Turn 'em'loose, 
that's the way to do it. 
Teach them 
to take care of themselves, and then 
they will. 
Why, the youngster is all 
over the hills, and he is only six years 
old.” 


I said that the day before we had 
seen him over the divide.

Ireland Grows Good Tobacco. 


Five years' extension of the facili­ 
ties granted by t,he late Government 
to Ireland for the purpose of tobacco 
growing ought to convince the most 
skeptical "of what experts 
already 
know— viz., that good tobacco can 
come out of the sister isle. 
If we 
had been more mindful of our neigh­ 
bors and less of the Virginia planters, 
that fact would have been demon­ 
strated long ago. 
Less than 
100 
years ago more than 1000 acres was 
under cultivation in Ireland. 
The 
average profit jyas £60 per acre, but 
in some cases as much as £ip0 per 
acre was obtained. Moreover, during 
the 
distressful 
period, 
Wexford, 
where the weed was in greatest culti­ 
vation, suffered less than any other 
part of the island.— PaJl Mall Ga­ 
zette. 


American Medals in Paris. 


A .special showcase has been placed 
in the museum of the Paris Mint in 
which is displayed a collection of his­ 
torical American medals and kindred 
articles. 
Among tho exhibits is a 
gold plaque sent by President Roose­ 
velt to the French Government com­ 
memorating the 200th anniversary 
of Benjamin Franklin's birth. A new 
collection just added to the museum 
contains the seals of Charles I. and 
VII, Louis XII, Francis II and Mary, 
Queen of Scot$. Then there ^re seals 
of the Order of the Holy Ghost, of 
Marie Antoinette and one which once 
belonged to Count d'Artois, the work 
of the famous engraver Lorthior*—- 
New York World, 


Boston Statt House Takes a Third of 
an Acre of Gold Leaf« 


Tho problem of regildlng a dome 
may bo visualized by looking a t a 
dorby hat and imagining that a dozen 
ants have the task of covering it with 
squares of beaten gold* each square 
neatly fitting its neighbors. 


Naturally, says tho Boston Trans­ 
cript, these miniature workmen will 
commence at tho top, cautiously do* 
scending backward and leaving be­ 
hind them on the almost flat crown of 
tho derby a plain of gold surprising 
to flies and other onlookers. 


Then, from working on an alnlost 
flat surface our industrious ants will 
find the derby gradually becoming 
more and more precipitous until tho 
descent is finally altogether perpen­ 
dicular, and if their legs and ideas of 
equilibrium were manlike instead of 
antlike they must inevitably fall off 
on tho table and be carried away in 
an ant ambulance. 


To make the figure complete, there­ 
fore, it would bo necessary to orect a 
miniature staging all around tho der­ 
by, to placo in addition an electric 
fan (representing the winds of No­ 
vember) within easy range of it and 
to persuade somo conscientious smok­ 
er (representing tho activity of neigh­ 
boring chimneys) to draw his chair 
to the tablo and every now and then 
envelop the scene of operations in a 
cloud of smoke. 


For the present regilding of the 
dome of the Boston State House eight 
pounds of gold must be hammered to 
the necessary thinness to provide the 
material with which to begin gilding, 
and gold leaf of the best quality suf­ 
ficient to cover nearly a third of an 
acre must be turned out to order. 


This gold arrived in Boston in In­ 
gots about six inches long, one inch 
wide and ene-eighth of an inch thick. 
One of these ingots, having been al­ 
loyed for color, is first rolled and an­ 
nealed between steel rollers until it 
becomes a golden ribbon eight yards 
long. This ribbon is then cut into 200 
squares, corresponding to 
the 
200 
leaves of the cutch, which is made in 
London of a peculiar kind of paper 
that will stand continuous beating ancL 
whose composition I* a trade secret. 


Beaten for three-quarters of an hour 
between the leaves of the cutch with 
a twelve or fourteen-pound hammer, 
each square of gold spreads until it 
covers nine square inches. 
Each of 
these squares is cut into four equal 
parts and these inserted between the 
800 leaves of the shoder. This is sim­ 
ilar to the cutch, but one inch wider 
and longer and made of the intestines 
of oxen. Here it is hammered for an 
hour with an eight-pound hammer. 


Taken from the shoder the 
sheets 
are again cut into four equal parts and 
tho original eight yards of ribbon 
have become 3200 pieces of thin gold, 
about five inches squaro. 


Finally these squares, a thousand 
at a time, are inserted in a mould of 
a thousand leaves of ox .intestines 
(and here again the exact preparation 
of the five hundred intestines neces­ 
sary to make a single mould is a trade 
secret), and gradually beaten to the 
required thinness. 


Taken from the mould the leaves 
are trimmed by young women, hand­ 
ling them delicately with wooden pin­ 
cers, to squares of three and a half 
Inches, twenty-five squares being in­ 
serted between the leaves of a small 
paper book, and twenty of these books 
being combined in a pack for the con­ 
venience of the workmen who are 
later to transfer the beaten gold to 
its final position. 


In the case of the dome the entire 
gilding will probably empty 275 packs, 
or "use up some 137,000 little squares 
of gold. This gold is 23 carat quality, 
beaten to a thinness of one one hun­ 
dred and forty thousandth part of an 
inch, and to cover the expanse of the 
dome about $2000 worth of it is nec­ 
essary. 


To pay for tho work of distributing 
this gold over the surface of the dome 
requires a littlo moro than another 
$2000, thus making the total cost of 
the 
embellishment 
something 
less 
than one mill apiece were it divided 
up among the inhabitants of Boston 
proper,

Caterpillar Fever. 


Zeal for nature study, not tempered 
by experience, explains why so many 
country doctors have been called }n to 
diagnose an epidemic of rash which 
has affected whole classes in some rur­ 
al and urban schools. 


Tho symptoms of the ailment, well 
known to doctors as “caterpillar rash," 
are intense irritation on the palms, and 
sometimes on the face, accompanied by 
a number of blister-like 
swellings, 
which, when they occur 
round 
the 
eyes, sometimes have tho effect of ob­ 
structing the vision. 


The preventive is for the nature 
class to leave hairy caterpillars alone. 
As the "palmer worm,” the hairy cat­ 
erpillar of the gold-tail moth, one of 
the commonest and most beautiful ob­ 
jects of the country at mid-summer, 
passes from hand to hand, it leave3 
on every palm a few of its loosely 
attached hairs, and those hairs are 
possessed, for the protection of the cat­ 
erpillar against birds and browsing an­ 
imals, of what scientists call “urticat- 
ing” properties.” “Urtica” is the Lat­ 
in for “nettle." 


Many other hairy caterpillars areal- 
most as b$id as the “palmer 
worm,” 
and, a& a general 
rule, 
the 
less 
you handle any hairy caterpillar the 
better.—London Mail.

The term "farmer," however, cov- 


ers that vast company of workers, 
who, 
by the planting of the seed, 


raise any kind of a harvest, or- who 
breed and raise cattle and other 
stock. 


The planter of the South and the 


agriculturist of the West are both 
farmers, but, by right of courtesy, 
are described by other titles, because 
they carry farming into business, or 
rather apply methods of business to 
planting and harvesting. 


The railroad may cease running, 


and things will continue to live. The 
stqpk-board may board up its doors, 
and the world will continue to move' 
as it has been moving for centuries, 
subject only to transient financial 
cloudiness. Most businesses may go 
out of business, and the professional- 
ist may no longer continue to prac- 
tise, yet people will continue to live 
and propagate. But where there is 
no longer any farmer, there will be 
no longer any people, for the world 
will have starved to death. 


The farm, with what the farm 


stands for. is the essential factor of 
human maintenance. 


The farm, then, is an indispensa- 


ble necessity, without which the na- 
tions would never have begun their 
existence. 


The wealth of the world is not in 


Its business, is not even in its miner- 
al resources, but consists in the cul- 
tivation of the earth's surface—in 
the farm. 


The farmer is the original pro- 


ducer of that wMch makes life pos- 
sible, and without wMch no life can 
be maintained. 


The fundamental corner-stone of 


all physical progress was originally 
placed upon the farm, and there it 
will remain so long as we have physi- 
cal natures and require material 
food. 


Farming Is our industry, the in- 


dustry preservative of all industries. 


Notwithstanding the existence of 


hundreds of abandoned farms, and* 
the constant exodus from the farm 
to the city, the farm, in its numerical 
and financial strength, is to-day the 
greatest power in the whole civilized 
world. 


The farmer is not recognized as 


i should be, because he seeks neith- 


er notoriety nor prominence, but 
^uietly does his" work, 
allowing 


others to play at society and to re- 
ceive Its shallow reward. 


Here, however, has been made a 


grievous mistake. The farmer, like 
the lawyer, should be proud of Ms 
profession, sufficiently 
appreciative 


of it to contribute to it the full meas- 
ure of Ms self-respect. 
Because he 


does not do so, he has lost both the 
social 
and 
business 
prominence 


which really belongs to Ms calling. 


To be in love with our work does 


not fully suffice. 
It is necessary to 


have the love for the work so appear 
before men that they may honor us, 
and, by respecting us, be more will- 
ing to become of us or to help us. 


Some farms do not pay, partly be- 


cause some farms cannot be made to 
pay. The barren farm Is a worthless 
piece of property. The sooner It is 
abandoned the better. 


Probably not more tnan one-half 


of our fertile farms pay as well as 
they would pay if the right e2ort 
was made to make them pay. It is 
but a common remark that a great 
majority of farms are unprofitable 
because of the indifference on the 
part of the owners. 


Altogether too many farmers, in- 


stead of working their "farms, allow 
heir farms to work them. The situ- 
^tion, or rather the farm, is Iheir 
master, instead of their being master 


if the situation.

If the average farmer works hard- 


er th&n does the business man, it la 
not always because h«? has to, but 
generally because he thinks he must. 


I do not deny that there is much

drudge, not of the work itself. 


So far as the long farm hours are- 


concerned, they are no longer than 
those required of the majority • of 
men in business for themselves and" 
of members of all professions.

does the city business man or pro-

The principles of business, . the 


aws of progressive economy, are not 
applied to the farm as they are to 
jther trades or businesses; conse- 
quently, the farmer is not always 
financially well-to-do; and usually, 
hrough no fault of the farm, but 
>ecause he does not exact what he 
hould from It. 


The tendency to-day is unmistak- 


ably away from the farm. The Tann- 
er's boy, partly because he wants a 
change, but largaly because tte great 
unknown shines with a light appar- 
ently brighter than all the lights he 
las ever seen, desires to leave the 
farm and to earn Ms living under 
entirely different conditions, away 
from Nature as he had experienced j 
it, where he may lead a life dia-j 
metrically different from that of Ms 
childhood. 


But the farmer's boy is not alto- 


gether to blame for leaving the 
farm. The fault, in more than half 
the cases, is due to the farmer him- 
self and to the way the farm is .con- 
ducted. 
The boy brought up upon 


the farm which is not properly cul- 
tivated, and where most of the work 
is drudgery, or is made to be drudg- 
ery, .where intellectual growth is 
stunted, naturally, in the ignorance 
jof his youth, assumes that all farms 
kre like the farm of his childhood, 
and that the opportunities of life 
must be elsewhere. 
Therefore, he 


gravitates to the city, not so much 
because he loves the city, bat be- 
cause he feels that that which he 
knows nothing about, although he 
znay think he does,, is better than 
that which he does know about from 
actual boyhood experience. 
'. The farmer, rather than the farm, 
is driving the boy to the city; and 
jthe boy is going to the city simply 


3 fessional man. It may seem to Mm 
that he works longer, but he does 
not. As a matter of fact, the chances 
are that he works fewer hours than 
does his city neighbor. 


Lack of success in farming, unless 


the farm be unmistakably barren, 
generally comes from lack of intelli- 
gent application. 
Altogether too 


many farmers imagine that success 
is wholly due to hard and laborious 
labor. 
Labor is necessary to any 


successful result, but the labor in 
which the mind acts the part of part- 
ner is the kind wMch pays and wMch. 
does not wear men out. As hard as 
farming is, and as small as is the 
compensation It usually brings, it 
gives the farmer more than Is re- 
ceived by the average city dweller— 
more, even, of actual dollars and 
cents. 


The average city clerk, at the end 


of the year, has less money, and less 
ready money, than has the farmer; 
and the chances are^that the city man 
has worked harder, although he may 
have enjoyed stated holidays and va- 
cations. 


Although the average city busi- 


ness may may take In more money 
than the farmer can possibly gain 
under the most favorable circum- 
stances, he pays a greater penalty 
for -what he obtains, and in the ma- 
jority of cases is worse off than is 
the farmer. 


If the farmer treated Ms work as 


he should, and applied to it the in- 
telligence that is given to other 
trades, he would reduce the drudg- 
ery to a minimum, and ready money 
would not be a stranger to Mm. 


Nearly all farmers make a living. 


Comparatively few, of course, grovr 
rice, from the proceeds of the farm; 
but more than half of the farmers, 
whether located on the rocky Mils 
of Maine or on the rapidly produc- 
ing Western soil, not only make ex- 
penses, but are able to save some- 
thing every year. 


The farmer is seldom found in the 


poorhouse. 


From 
farmers* 
cMldren 
have 


sprung the majority of our great 
men, both of business and of the 
professions. 


Many a man, who does not know 


anything about it, and therefore 
speaks with positiveness, claims that 
the farmer's life is narrower than 
most others, and. that the farmer has 
little opportunity to better civiliza- 
tion. As a matter of fact, the farm- 
er, unless he Is located miles from 
the heart of progress, has a better 
'opportunity to learn what he should 
know than has the artificially-living 
cltyite, whose broadness consists not 
so much In the good things, but to 
an alarming extent In the bad things, 
of life. 


The city clerk or city business 


man, working in a block and housed 
in a flat, does not have one-half as 
much opportunity to progress, in the 
truest sense of the word, as does the 
farmer on a fairly fertile 
farm, 


working as Ms own master on his 
own property. 


The farmer, above all other men, 


is Independent. His vocation is the 
only 
self-supporting 
business on 


earth. 


The successful farmer is a man of 


education, although he may not have 
been 
book-taught. 
He is 
well 


equipped, so far as general knowl- 
edge is concerned, and, further, he is 
a man of business. 


With the modern periodicals, and 


the distribution of every class of 
reading matter, the farmer has much, 
opportunity for mental development. 


There always will be some poor 


and calf-starred men among farm- 
ers, but this class is far less promi- 
nent upon the farm than in the 
marts of business; and there are 
ten times more Impecunious city 
workers than there are farmers In 
actual want. But right here let it 
be said that even the poorest farm- 
ers are better oS than are the aver- 
age strugglers of the great city.—

THE AGRICULTURIST.

In the world’s dictionary the farm­ 
er is defined as a plain tiller of soil, 
and the agriculturist or planter as 
one who has lifted the farm on to 
the plane ofrbusIness. 
* 


The term “farmer," however, cov­ 
ers th at vast company of workers, 
who, by the planting of the seed, 
raise any kind of a harvest, ,or who 
breed 
and raise 
cattle and other 
gtock. 


# The planter of the South and the 
agriculturist of the West are both 
farmers, but, by right of courtesy, 
are described by’ other titles, because 
they carry farming into business, or 
rather apply methods of business to 
planting and harvesting. 


The railroad may cease running, 
and things will continue to live. The 
st<*ck-board may board up its doors, 
and the world will continue to move 
as it has been moving for centuries, 
subject only to transient financial 
cloudiness. 
Most businesses may go 
out of business, and the professional- 
ist may no longer continue to prac­ 
tise, yet people will continue to live 
and propagate. 
B ut where there is 
no longer any farmer, there will be 
no longer any people, for the world 
will have starved to death. 


Tho farm, with what the farm 
stands for, is the essential factor of 
human maintenance. 


The farm, then, is an indispensa­ 
ble necessity, without which the na­ 
tions would never have begun their 
existence. 


The wealth of the world is not in 
Its business, is not even in its miner­ 
al resources, but consists in the cul­ 
tivation of the earth’s surface— in 
the farm, 
y 


The farmer is the original pro­ 
ducer of that which makes life pos­ 
sible, and without which no life can 
be maintained. 


The fundamental corner-stone of 
all physical progress was originally 
placed upon the farm, and there it 
will remain so long as we have physi­ 
cal natures 
and require 
material 
food. 


Farm ing is our industry, the in­ 
dustry preservative of all industries. 


Notwithstanding the existence of 
hundreds of abandoned farms, ancF 
the constant exodus from the farm 
to the city, the farm, in its numerical 
and financial strength, is to-day the 
greatest power in the whole civilized 
world. 


Tho farmer is not recognized as 
ho should be, because he seeks neith­ 
er notoriety 
nor prominence, 
but 
quietly 
does 
his*' work, 
allowing 
others to play« at society and to re­ 
ceive its shallow reward. 


Here, however, has been made a 
grievous mistake. 
The farmer, like 
the lawyer, should be proud of his 
profession, 
sufficiently appreciative 
of it to contribute to it the full meas­ 
ure of his self-respect. 
Because he 
does not do bo, he has lost both the 
social 
and 
business 
prominence 
which really belongs to his calling. 


To be in love with our work does 
not fully suffice. 
It is necessary to 
have the love for the work so appear 
before men th at they may honor us, 
and, by respecting us, be more will­ 
ing to become of us or to help us. 


Some farms do not pay, partly be­ 
cause some farms cannot be made to 
pay. 
The barren farm is a worthless 
piece of property. 
The sooner it is 
abandoned the better. 


Probably not more than one-half 
of our fertile farms pay as well as 
they would pay if the right effort 
was made to make them pay. 
It is 
but a common rem ark th a t a great 
majority of farms are unprofitable 
because of the indifference on the 
part of the owners. 


Altogether too many farmers, In­ 
stead of working their farms, allow 
their farms to work them. 
The situ­ 
ation, or rather the farm, is their 
master, instead of their being master 
of tho situation. 


Tho principles of business, .the 
laws of progressive economy, are not 
applied to the farm as they are to 
other trades or businesses; conse­ 
quently, the farm er is not always 
financially well-to-do; and usually, 
through no fault of the farm, but 
because he does not exact w hat he 
should from it. 


Tho tendency to-day is unm istak­ 
ably away from the farm. 
The farm ­ 
er's boy, partly because he wants a 
change, but largely because the great 
unknowxi shines with a light appar­ 
ently brighter than all the lights he 
has ever seen, desires to leave the 
farm and to earn his living under 
entirely different conditions, away 
from Nature as ho had experienced 
it, whero he may lead a life dia­ 
metrically different from that of his 
childhood. 


B ut the farm er's boy is not alto­ 
gether 
to blame 
for leaving 
the 
farm. 
The fault, in more than half 
tho cases, is due to the farm er him­ 
self and to the way the farm is »con­ 
ducted, 
The boy brought up upon 
the farm which is not properly cul­ 
tivated, and where most of the work 
s drudgery, or is made to be drudg- 
ry, , where 
intellectual growth 
is 
stunted, naturally, in the ignorance 
Jof his youth, assumes th at all farms 
¡are like tho farm of his childhood, 
jand that the opportunities of life 
m ust be elsewhere. 
Therefore, he 
gravitates to the city, not so much 
¡because he loves the city, but be­ 
cause he feels that th at which he 
(knows nothing about, although he 
may think he does,, is better than 
jthat which he does know about from 
actual boyhood experience. 
1 
The farmer, rather than the farm, 
{is driving the boy to the city, and 
the boy is going to the city simply 


f.1 


1 because in a negative way he has 
been forced cityward. 
4 


If the average farmer works hard­ 
er than does tho business man, it is 
not always because ho has to, but 
generally because he thinks he must. 


I do not deny th a t thero is much 
drudgery in farm labor— there is. 
So there is in almost any other call­ 
ing ,pr work. 
B ut the excess of 
drudgery is often the fault of the 
drudge, not of the work itself. 


So far as the long farm hours are 
concerned, they are no longer than 
those required of the majority *of 
men in business for themsolves and’ 
of members of all professions. 
The 
farmer has as ’much time on his 
hands, and 
generally more, 
than 
does the city business man or pro­ 
fessional man. 
It may seem to him 
that he works longer, but he does 
not. As a m atter of fact, the chances 
are th at he works fewer hours than 
does his city neighbor. 


Lack of success in farming, unless 
the farm be unmistakably barren, 
generally comes from lack of intelli­ 
gent 
application. 
Altogether 
too 
many farmers imagine th at success 
is wholly due to hard and laborious 
labor. 
Labor is necessary to any 
successful result, but the labor in 
which the mind acts the part of part­ 
ner is the kind which pays and which 
does not wear men out. 
As hard as 
farming is, and as small as is tho 
compensation it usually brings, it 
gives the farm er more than 'Is re­ 
ceived by the average city dweller— 
more, even, of actual dollars and 
cents. 


The average city clerk, at the end 
of the year, has less money, and less 
ready money, than has the farmer ;• 
and the chances are that the city m an 
has worked harder, although he may 
have enjoyed stated holidays and va­ 
cations.. 


Although tho average city busi­ 
ness may may take in more money 
than the farm er can possibly gain 
under the 
most favorable 
circum­ 
stances, he pays a greater penalty 
for what he obtains, and in the m a­ 
jority of cases is worse off than is 
the farmer. 


If the farmer treated his work as 
he should, and applied to it the in­ 
telligence th at 
is given 
to other 
trades, he would reduce the drudg­ 
ery to a minimum, and ready money 
would not be a stranger to him. 


Nearly all farmers make a living. 
Comparatively few, of course, grow 
rich from the proceeds of the farm; 
but moro than half of the farmers, 
whether located on the rocky hills 
of Maine or on the rapidly produc­ 
ing W estern soil, ndt only make ex­ 
pense^, but are able to save some­ 
thing every year. 


The farm er is seldom found in the 
poorhouse. 


From 
farmers* 
children 
have 
sprung the m ajority of our great 
men, both of business and of tho 
professions. 


Many a man, who does not know 
anything about it, 
and 
therefore 
speaks with positiveness, claims th a t 
the farm er’s life is narrower than 
most others, and. that the farmer has 
little opportunity to better civiliza­ 
tio n . 
As a m atter of fact, the farm ­ 
er, unless he is located miles from 
the heart of progress, has a better 
opportunity to learn what he should 
know than has the artificially-living 
cltyite, whose broadness consists not 
so much in the good things, but to 
an alarming extent in the bad things, 
of life. 


The city clerk or city business 
man, working in a block and housed 
in a flat, does not have one-half as 
much opportunity to progress, in the 
truest sense of the word, as does tho 
farmer 
on a 
fairly fertile 
farm, 
working as his own m aster on his 
own property. 


The farmer, above all other-m en, 
is Independent. 
His vocation is the 
only 
self-supporting 
business 
on 
earth. 


The successful farmer is a man of 
education, although he may not have 
been 
book-taught. 
He 
is 
well 
equipped, so far as general knowl­ 
edge is concerned, and, further, he is 
a man of business. 


W ith the modern periodicals, and 
the distribution 
of every class 
of 
reading m atter, the farm er has much 
opportunity for mental development. 


There always will be some poor 
and half-starved men among farm ­ 
ers, but this class is far less promi­ 
nent upon the farm than in * tho 
marts of business; ^and there 
are 
ten times moro impecunious city 
workers than there are farmers in 
actual want, 
But right here let it 
be said th at even the poorest, farm ­ 
ers are better off than are the aver­ 
age strugglers of the great city.—

Power of New Warships. 


Each Dreadnought shell weighs 850 


pounds, is discharged by 2C5 pounds 
of cordite, the most powerful explo- 
sive known, and leaves the gun's muz- 
zle at a speed of 2,000 miles an hour. 
That means a mile in 1 4-5 seconds. 
If that shell kept up its initial velo- 
city it would fiy from England to New 
York* in an hour and a half, around 
the world in 12% hours and to the 
moon in five days. The shell's ener- 
gy as it leaves the gun is- equal to 
the force required to pull 15 or 20 
50-car freight trains of SO tons to each 
car. 
A locomotive with such power 


could draw a train of loaded freight 
cars four miles long. Scientists say 
that if all the Dreadnought's 
guns 


could be combined into one and fired 
the projectile would never return to 
the earth, but" would revolve forever 
about it as a tiny satellite. Single- 
handed, such a warship as the Dread- 
- naught could have won the War of 
1812. 
if the Confederates had had 


just one Dreadnaught the Civil War 
would have been prolonged 
many 


years after the date which records 
Lee's surrender"- at Appotomattox.—- 
Cleveland News. 


Horse With Artificial Foot. 


The veterinary profession is much 


interested in a surgical 
operation 


which has been accomplished by Pro- 
fessor TJdrisM, one of the staff of the 
veterinary school at Bucharest. Hav- 
- ing amputated a horse's leg at the fet- 
lock joint, after several failures he 
succeeded In fitting a leather boot or 
artificial leg that enabled the animal 
to walk about and take exercise.

Roman Reitcs.Dug Up. 


WorkiBgmen engaged in diverting a* 


roadway at Welwyn, Hens. Wales, un- 
earthed seven Reman urns in a good 
state of preservation, a Roman spur, 
two drinking bowls six inches high, 
one smaller cup, a bowl, some bronze 
plate, an iron standard and a small 
urn six Inches nigh. 


The bill for locomotive fuel i* the 


largest item of expense for materials 
incurred by railroads, and it averages 
about fifteen per cent of the total 
operating expense. The annual re- 
ports of railroads, which are now 
coming out, give a few figures relat- 
ing to fuel which help in forming an 
idea of the enoraious consumption 
of coal by railroads in the year cov- 
ered. 


Thus the report of the Rock Island 


system for the year ended with June, 
190C, when it operated 1257 locomo- 
tives, shows that the coal bill was 
nearly $5,000,000. On the Chicago 
and Northwestern for the 
same 


period, when it onerared 1342 loco- 
motives, the cost of fuel for them was 
$5,362,000. 


The Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission statistics for the year 1904 
show that the locomotive fuel bill 
for all the railroads in the United 
States amounted to $159,000.000. 
If we take the average cost of coal 
at $1.50 per ton, which is probably 
high for the 
whole country, this 


would represent a consumption of 
105,000,000 toss of coal. The num- 
ber of locomotives owned by rail- 
roads in the year 1904 was 46.SS5, 
and assuming eight per cent, of these 
to be in 'the shop under repairs, there 
remain 37,SOS engines in service, and 
this number, divided into 106,000,- 
000 tons, gives 2S26 tons as the aver- 
age consumption of coal per engine 
year. 


Coming now to something more 


definite, for a single road we find 
from the annual report of the Union 
Pacific for the year ended with June, 
1905, that it paid for its coal $3,394,- 
388, and that the average cost per 
ton was $1.76, so that the coal con- 
sumed by locomotives on that line 
amounted to 1,928,620 tons. 
The 


number of locomotives then owned 
was S35, from which we deduct eight 
per cent., leaving 767 in actual ser- 
vice; this figure, divided into the tons 
as given, shows an average consump- 
tion per engine year of 2515 tons. " 


In the Chicago and Alton annual 


report for the year ended with June, 
1906, we find the coal bill was $754,- 
000, 
and the average cost per ton 


was $1.20, which corresponds to the 
consumption of 628,200 tons. 
The 


total engine equipment Is 250, less 
eight per" cent., leaves 230 in active 
service, which, divided into the tons, 
shows a consumption of 2730 tons 
of coal per engine year.- In the Le- 
high Valley report for the same year 
there is a statement showing that the 
locomotives on that road made an 
average of" 34.921 miles per year, 
and that the coal consumption per 
engine mile was 152.4 pounds. The 
product of these two figures gives 
5,321,960 pounds, or 2666 tons per 
engine year. This figure lies between 
those obtained £or the Chicago and 
Alton and the Union Pacific, and we 
may infer that the average consump- 
tion of coal by locomotives on roads 
having modern equipment is prob- 
ably about 2500 tons per year.—Rail- 
way Age.

*«orth Carolina and Georgia most of 
the rest. One ef the greatest results 
has been the use, for the first thne ia 
history, of a labor-saving method c£ 
rice-production, which promises to 
give the American rice producers an 
advantage over any other country, 
unless suck country adepts American 
methods. 


Ancient Glass Mirrors. 


An American scientist has lately 


interested the French 
Academy of 


Sciences in his researches concerning 
the glass mirrors that were used in 
ancient times In Thrace and Egypt. 
These mirrors were backed with a 
highly polished metal, the nature of 
which has been in question for many 
years. 
The American scientist has 


discovered that the metal was almost 
pure lead, and he believes that the 
method of manufacture was to pour 
the molten lead en the concave sur- 
face of discs cut from balloons of 
blown glass.

Gtot^c Eisenhart 


Crtished to Death. 


George Eisenhart^ a lumberman, aged 
30 years, was crushed to death beneath a 
load of lumber, as the result of an acci- 
dent which took place on the Dillsburg 
road, about one-fourth mile from East 
Berlin about 10 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing, 
The lumber team left the saw mill 
of W. G. Leas, the well-known East Ber- 
lin manufacturer, located at Kralltown, a 
distance of ton miles from I'^st Berlin, 
early Saturday morning. 
Chas. Beitler 
was driving the horses and young Eisen- 
hart had charge of the brake 
AVhen they 
were descending the hill at the edge of 
town, the wheels started to slide, owing 
to the ice and snow on tho roadbed, and 
young Eisenhart lost controll of the brake. 
A sudden jolt of the wagon threw the 
lumber to tho one side, overturning the 
wagon, throwing the lumber in a swerv- 
ing mass to the ground, carrying beneath 
it tho powerful frame of the young lum- 
berman, who was caught without a chance 
of esciipe. 
Beitler was uninjured and ran 
at once to the town for assistance. 
A 
large crowd soon gathered and it was the 
work of but a few minutes until tho lum- 
ber was cleared away, revealing the life- 
less body of the young man. 
His skull 
was crushed, and his face >vas badly scar- 
red and bruised—almost beyond recogni- 
tion. 
It is evident that he was killed in- 
stantly. 


The unfortunate young man was a son 
of John Eisenhart, near Five Pointsand 
was unmarried.

Ktichten Failed to 


Appear for Sentence* 


Gettysburg, Feb. 4.—Charles F. Krich- 
ten, found guilty of larceny of labels of 
the Cigarmakers' International 
Union, 
failed to appear in court on Saturday for 
sentence, and Judge Swope ruled that un- 
less he appeared on March fourth next, 
bail in the sum of ¡f300 would have to be 
forfeited by Charles Dosh and John Krich- 
ten, his bondsmen. 


Shortly after this order had been made, 
Krichtln's attorney's, Charles S. Duncan 
and William Hersh, filed the f(»llowing 
reasons for a new trial: 


First—The evidence having shown that 
the crime charged, if any, occurred in 
Hanover, York county, the court erred in 
not ordering a nol pros., as asked for by 
the defendant's counsel. 


Second—The court erred in not en^«^¡ng 
a nol pros, for want of sufficient evidence 
ou the part of the prosecution, as moved 
for by the defenant's counsel. 


Third—The court erred in not entering 
a nol pros because the label of the Cigar- 
makers' International Union was not a 
subject of larceny as bailee, as asked for 
by defendant's counsel. 
' Fourth—The labels of the Cigarmakers' 
International Union, which are charged 
in the indictments as the subject of larce- 
ny as bailee, were given to the defendant 
voluntarily as a member of the label com- 
mittee, to be distributed by him, which 
does not constitute a bailment such as the 
law requires upon which to convict a de- 
fendant of larceny as bailee.

Power of New Warships. 


Each Dreadnought shell weighs 850 
pounds, is discharged by 2G5 pounds 
of cordite, the most powerful explo­ 
sive known, and leaves the gun’s muz­ 
zle at a speed of 2,000 miles an hour. 
That means a mile In 1 4-5 seconds. 
If that shell kept up its initial velo­ 
city it would fly from England to New 
York" in an hour and a half, around 
the world in 12% hours and to the 
moon In five days. 
The shell’s ener­ 
gy as it leaves the gun is' equal to 
the force required to pull 15 or 20 
50-car freight trains of 30 tons to each 
car. 
A locomotive with such power 
could draw a train of loaded freight 
cars four miles long. 
Scientists say 
th at if all the 
Dreadnought’s 
guns 
could be combined into one and fired 
the projectile would never return to 
the earth, but would revolve forever 
about it as a tiny satellite. Single- 
handed, such a warship as the Dread- 
naught could have won the W ar of 
1812. 
If the Confederates had had 
just one Dreadnaught the Civil W ar 
would have been prolonged 
many 
years after the date which records 
Lee’s surrender at Appotomattox.— 
Cleveland News. 


Horse With Artificial Foot.

How’s Thl»? 


Locomotives That Bum Many Thou* 
. sands of Tons of Fuel, 
^ 


The bill for locomotive fuel is the 
largest item df expense for m aterials 
Incurred by railroads, and it averages 
about fifteen per cent of the total 
operating expense. 
The annual re­ 
ports of* railroads, which are now 
coming out, give a few figures relat­ 
ing to fuel which help in forming an 
idea of the enormous consumption 
of coal by railroads in the year cov­ 
ered. 


Thus the report of the Rock Island 
system for the year ended with June, 
190G, when it operated 125? locomo­ 
tives, shows th at the coal bill was 
nearly $5,000,000. 
On the Chicago 
and 
Northwestern 
for 
the 
samo 
period, when it operated 1342 loco­ 
motives, the cost of fuel for them was 
$5,362,000, 


The Interstate 
Commerce 
Com­ 
mission statistics for tho year 1904 
show th at the locomotive ‘fuel bill 
for all the railroads in the United 
States amounted 
to 
$159,000,000. 
If we take the average cost of coal 
at $1.50 per ton, which is probably 
high for the 
whole 
country, 
this 
would represent a consumption of 
106,000,000 tons of coal. 
The num ­ 
ber of locomotives owned by rail­ 
roads in the year 1904 was 46,S85, 
and assuming eight per cent, of these 
to be in the sliop^ under repairs, there 
remain 37,60S engines in service, and 
this number, divided into 106,000,- 
000 tons, gives ¿S26 tons as the aver­ 
age consumption of coal per engine 
year. 


Coming now to something more 
definite, for a single road we find 
from the annual report of the Union 
Pacific for the year ended with June, 
1905, th at it paid for its coal $3,394,- 
388, and th at the average cost per 
ton was $1.76, so that the coal con­ 
sumed by locomotives on th at line 
amounted to 1,928,620 tons. 
The 
num ber of locomotives then owned 
was 835, from which we deduct eight 
per cent., leaving 767 in actual ser­ 
vice; this figure, divided into the tons 
as given, shows an average consump­ 
tion per engine year of 2515 tons. * 


In the Chicago and Alton annual 
report for the year ended with June, 
1906, we find the coal bill was $754,- 
000, and the average cost per ton 
was $1.20, which corresponds to the 
consumption of 628,$00 tons. 
The 
total engine equipment is 250, less 
eight per cent., leaves 230 in active 
service, which, divided into the tons, 
shows a consumption of 2730 tons 
of coal per engine year: 
In the Le­ 
high Valley report for the same year 
there is a statem ent showing th at the 
locomotives on th at road made an 
average of 34,921 miles per year, 
and th at the coal consumption per 
engine mile was 152.4 pounds. 
The 
product of these two figures gives 
5,321,960 pounds, or 2666 tons per 
engine year. This figure lies between 
those obtained fpr the Chicago and 
Alton and the Union Pacific, and we 
may infer th at the average consump­ 
tion of coal by locomotives on roads 
having modern equipment is prob­ 
ably about 2500 tons per year.— Rail­ 
way Age.

Switzerland is awakening to the 
necessity of government intervention 
if the chamois is not to become as 
extinct in the Alps as the buffalo in 
America. 
In the Grisons the killing 
of chamois was prohibited last year. 
Shooting licenses have been issued 
this year, but next year again will be 
a close year, and so will 1909. 
Police 
reports show that between 1875 and 
1905 tl\£ number of chamois slaugh­ 
tered In the canton reached the huge 
total of 34.30S. 
If the 5,000 chamois 
still surviving in the Grisons are to be 
preserved, and if the animal is not to 
be lost in other cantons, something 
more than alternate close years will 
be needed. When the sportsman took 
the risks of the rocks and went to 
shoot his chamois for food where he 
found him there was no danger of ex­ 
termination. It is the safer bu£ more 
cruel system of “drives” which caus­ 
es whole herds to he shot down at 
once.—New York Tribune.

farmers, but, by right of courtesy, 
are described by other titles, because 
they carry farming Into business, or 
rather apply methods of business to 
planting and harvesting. 


The railroad may cease running, 
and things will continue to live. The 
sti^lc-board may board up its doors, 
and the world will continue to move 
as it has been moving for centuries, 
subject only to transient 
financial 
cloudiness. 
Most businesses may go 
out of business, and the professlonal- 
ist may no longer continue to prac- 
tise, yet people will continue to live 
and propagate. 
But where there is 
no longer any farmer, there will be 
no longer any people, for the world 
will have starved to death. 


Tho 
farm, with 
what the 
farm 
stands for. is the essential factor of 
human maintenance. 


The farm, then, is an indispensa- 
ble necessity, without which the na- 
tions would never have begun their 
existence. 


The wealth of the world is not in 
its business, is not even in its miner- 
al resources, but consists in the cul- 
tivation of the earth's surface—in 
the farm, y 


Tho farmer is the original 'pro- 
ducer of that which makes life pos- 
sible, and without which no life can 
be maintained. 


The fundamental corner-stone of 
all physical progress was originally 
placed upon the farm, and there it 
will remain so long as we have physi- 
cal natures 
and require 
material 
food. 


Farming is our industry, the in- 
dustry preservative of all industries. 


Notwithstanding the existence 'of 
hundreds of abandoned farms, antf 
the constant exodus from the farm 
to the city, the farm, in its numerical 
and financial strength, is to-day the 
greatest power in the whole civilized 
world. 


Tlio farmer is not recognized as 
ho should be, because he seeks neith- 
er notoriety 
quietly 
does 
his^ work, 
allowing 
others to play, at society and to re- 
ceive its shallow reward. 


Here, however, has been made a 
grievous mistake. 
The farmer, like 
the lawyer, should be proud of his 
profession, 
sufficiently 
appreciative 
of it to contribute to it the full meas- 
ure of his self-respect. 
Because he 
does not do so, he has lost both the 
social 
and business 
prominence 
which really belongs to his calling. 


To be in love with our work does 
not fully sufiice. It is necessary to 


because in a negative way he has 
been forced cityward, 4 


If the average farmer works hard- 
er than does tho business man, it is 
not always because ho has to, but 
generally because he thinks he must. 


I do not deny that there is much 
drudgery in farm labor—there 1». 
So there la In almost any other call- 
ing ^pr work. 
But the excess of 
drudgery is often the fault of tho 
drudge, not of the work itself. 


So far as the long farm hours aro 
concerned, they are no longer than 
those required of the majority-of 
men in business for themselves and' 
of members of all professions. The 
farmer has as 'much time on his 
hands, and generally more, 
than 
does the city business man or pro- 
fessional man. It may seem to him 
that he works longer, but he does 
not. As a matter of fact, the chances 
are that he works fewer hours than 
does his city neighbor. 


Lack of success in farming, unless 
the farm be unmistakably 
barren, 
generally comes from lack of intelli- 
gent 
application. 
Altogether too 
many farmers imagine that success 
is wholly due to hard and laboriousi 
labor. 
Labor Is necessary to any 
successful result, but the labor in 
which the mind acts the part of part- 
ner is the kind which pays and which 
does not wear men out. 
As hard a« 
farming is, and as small as is the 
compensation it usually brings, it 
gives the farmer more than 'Is re- 
ceived by the average city dv/eller-

Power of New Warships. 


Each Dreadnought shell weighs 850 
pound-s, is discharged by 205 pounds 
of cordite, the moat powerful explo- 
sive known, and leaves the gun's muz- 
zle at a speed of 2,000 miles an hour. 
That means a mile in 1 4-5 seconds. 
If that shell kept up its Initial velo- 
city it would fly from England to New 
York' In an hour and a half, around 
the world in 12% hours and to the 
moon In five days. 
The shell's ener- 
gy as it leaves the gun is' equal to 
the force required to pull 15 or 20 
50-car freight trains of 30 tons to each 
car. 
A locomotive with such power 
could draw a train of loaded freight 
cars four miles long. 
Scientists say 
that if all the 
Dreadnought's 
guns 
could be combined into one and fired 
the projectile would never return to 
the earth, but would revolve forever 
about It as a tiny satellite. Single- 
handed, such a warship as the Dread- 
naught could have won the War of 
1812. 
If the Confederates had had 
Just one Dreadnaught the Civil War 
would have been prolonged 
many 
years after the date which records 
Lee's surrender at Appotomattox.— 
Cleveland News. 


Horse With Artificial Foot. 


The veterinary profession Is much 
Interested In a surgical 
operation 
which has been accomplished by Pro- 
fessor L'driskl, one of the staff of the 
veterinary school at Bucharest. Hav- 
-Ing amputated a horse's leg at the fet- 
lock Joint, after several failures he 
succeeded in fitting a leather boot or 
artificial leg that enabled the animal 
to walk about and take exercise.

Locomotivcfl That Dnm Mnnf 
Then* 
. sands of Tons of Fncl. 


The bill for locomotive fuel is the 
largest Item bf expense for matorlala 
incurred by railroads, and it averages 
about fifteen per cent of the total 
operating expense. 
Tho annual re- 
ports of - railroads, which are now 
coming out, give a few figures relat- 
ing to fuel which help In forming an 
Idea of tho enormous consumption 
of coal by railroads in the year cov- 
ered. 


Thus the report of tho Rock Island 
system for the year ended with June, 
190G, when it operated 1257 locomo- 
tives, shows that the coal bill was 
nearly 
000.000, 
On the Chicago 
and 
Northwestern 
for 
the 
samo 
period, when It operated 1342 loco- 
motives, the cost of fuel for them was 
?5,362,000. 


The Interstate 
Commerce 
Com- 
mission statistics for tho year 1904 
show that the locomotive 'fuel bill 
for all the railroads In the United 
States amounted 
to 
$159,000,000. 
If we take the average cost of coal 
at 11.50 per ton, which Is probably 
high for the 
whole 
country, 
this 
would represent a consumption of 
106,000,000 tons of coal. 
The num- 
ber of locomotives owned by rail- 
roads In the year 1904 was 46,885, 
and assuming eight per cent, of these 
to be In the shop^ under repairs, there 
remain 37,508 engines in service, and 
this number, divided into 106,000,- 
000 tons, gives ¿826 tons as the aver- 
age consumption of coal per engine 
year. 


Coming now to something more 
definite, for a single road we find 
from the annual report of the Union 
Pacific for the year ended with June, 
1905, that it paid for its coal $3,394,- 
388, and that the average cost per 
ton was $1.76, so that the coal con- 
sumed by locomotives on that line 
amounted to 1,928,620 tons. 
The 
number of locomotives then owned 
was 835, from which we deduct eight 
per cent., leaving 767 In actual ser- 
vice; this figure, divided Into the tons 
as given, shows an average consump- 
tion per engine year of 2515 tons. 


In the Chicago and Alton annual 
report for the year ended with June, 
1906, we find the coal bill was $754,- 
000, and the average cost per ton 
was $1.20, which corresponds to the 
consumption of 628,SOO tons. 
The 
total engine equipment Is 250, less 
eight per cent., leaves 230 in active 
service, which, divided into the tons, 
shows a consumption of 2730 tons 
of coal per engine year: 
In the Le- 
high Valley report for the same year 
there Is a statement showing that the 
locomotives on that road made an 
average of 34,921 miles per year, 
and that the coal consumption per 
engine mile was 152,4 pounds. 
The 
product of these two figures gives 
5,321,960 pounds, or 2666 tons per 
engine year. This figui'e lies between 
those obtained fpr the Chicago and 
Alton and the Union Pacific, and we 
may Infer that the average consump- 
tion of coal by locomotives on roads 
having modern equipment is prob- 
ably about 2500 tons per year.—Rail- 
way Age.
